His  Excellency,  Governor  Sanford,  makes  the  following  address  to  the 
Joint  Session: 


BUDGET   MESSAGE 

OF 

GOVERNOR  TERRY   SANFORD 

TO  THE 

NORTH    CAROLINA   GENERAL   ASSEMBLY 

INTRODUCTION 

Under  the  Executive  Budget  Act,  it  is  the  responsibility  and  privilege 
of  the  Governor  to  come  before  you  at  this  time  and  set  forth  the  financial 
policy  and  program  of  the  State  for  the  next  biennium  in  the  form  of  a 
recommended  Budget. 

"Budgets,"  said  the  great  British  Prime  Minister  Gladstone  three-quar- 
ters of  a  century  ago,  "are  not  merely  matters  of  arithmetic,  but  in  a 
thousand  ways  go  to  the  root  of  the  prosperity  of  individuals,  interrela- 
tions of  classes,  and  the  strength  of  kingdoms."  This  statement  belongs 
among  the  truths  that  are  eternal. 

The  consideration  and  adoption  of  the  State  Budget  is  the  heaviest 
single  responsibility  that  rests  upon  you  as  the  representatives  of  the 
people  of  North  Carolina.  All  that  our  State  is,  and  all  that  we  hope 
her  to  become,  is  closely  tied  to  the  budgets  which  have  been  and  will  be 
adopted  by  the  Legislature  over  the  years.  It  is  in  this  light  that  I  urge 
you  to  consider  all  budget  proposals — not  merely  as  dollars  to  be  col- 
lected and  spent,  but  as  a  plan  for  providing  the  public  services  which 
the  citizens  of  this  enlightened  State  need,  can  afford,  and  should  have. 
The  budget  is  the  most  powerful  tool  available  to  you  with  which  to 
fashion  and  carry  out  sound  state  governmental  policy,  and  thereby  to 
promote  the  well-being  of  our  citizens. 

Look  about  us,  where  North  Carolina  is  strong  today,  our  budgets  have 
been  strong  in  the  past.  Where  North  Carolina  lags  today,  our  budgets 
have  needed  and  today  need  strengthening.  We  have  not  always  been 
able  to  do  all  that  we  needed  to  do  to  strengthen  our  State  in  major 
respects;  but  our  past  progress  is  a  firm  foundation  upon  which,  with 
our  increasing  ability  to  afford  improved  public  services,  we  can  build 
for  the  future. 

In  dealing  with  such  a  broad  and  complicated  subject  as  our  State 
budget,   I  will  have   to  speak  at  this   time   in   somewhat  summary  form.    I 
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am,  however,  attaching  to  your  copies  of  this  message  the  Budget  Report 
of  my  predecessor,  Governor  Luther  H.  Hodges,  and  the  Advisory  Budget 
Commission.  The  Budget  Report  explains  very  fully  the  budget  recom- 
mendations, and  I  urge  that  you  read  it  carefully  before  you  go  into  the 
details  of  budget  requests  and  recommendations.  From  that  Report  you 
can  quickly  obtain  a  view  of  the  budget  as  a  whole  that  will  make  the 
details  much  more  meaningful  to  you. 

I  am  also  submitting  herewith  copies  of  all  of  the  budget  documents. 
These  are  in  four  volumes:  the  "A"  Budget,  the  "B"  Budget,  the  Capital 
Improvement  Budget,  and  the  Budget  Digest.  These  documents  contain 
the  specific  requests  and  recommended  appropriations  for  every  agency 
and  institution. 

The  Budget  Report  was  signed  by  the  Director  of  the  Budget,  all  six 
members  of  the  Advisory  Budget  Commission,  the  Director  of  Admin- 
istration, and  the  Acting  State  Budget  Officer.  I  am  sure  that  they  gave 
careful  consideration  to  the  requests  and  needs  of  all  of  the  State's 
institutions  and  agencies  and  apportioned  the  estimated  available  funds  in 
accordance  with  their  best  judgment.  I  commend  them  for  a  job  well 
done.  I  know  that  more  time  and  effort  have  been  expended  on  this  rec- 
ommended budget  than  on  any  previous  budget  in  our  history.  I  thank 
all  state  employees  who  assisted  in  its  preparation  for  their  faithful 
service  to  the  State  of  North   Carolina. 

I  especially  express  the  gratitude  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to 
J.  K.  Doughton,  distinguished  public  servant,  splendid  gentleman,  who 
with  thoroughness  and  with  vision  led  the  deliberations  of  his  able 
associates,  O.  Arthur  Kirkman,  J.  William  Copeland,  H.  Clifton  Blue, 
Clyde  H.  Harriss,  and  Joe  C.  Eagles,  Jr.,  all  of  whom  labored  long  in  the 
public  interest. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  nearly  all  of  the  hearings  before  the 
Governor  and  Advisory  Budget  Commission.  Under  the  Constitution  and 
the  Executive  Budget  Act,  however,  responsibility  for  the  preparation 
of  this   budget   rested   entirely  with   the   previous    Administration. 

Given  the  decision  of  those  responsible  for  preparing  this  budget  to 
limit  their  recommendations  to  the  income  which  existing  revenue  sources 
will  yield,  this  is  a  good  budget.  Generally,  I  approve  it.  It  is  a  forward- 
looking  budget,  and  provides  a  sound  base  upon  which  to  build  toward  a 
New  Day  in  North  Carolina. 

There  are,  however,  a  few  important  areas  in  which  I  am  convinced 
that  this  budget  must  be  increased.  In  a  relatively  short  time  I  shall  come 
before  you  with  additional  recommendations  for  strengthening  the  budget 
at  certain  points,  particularly  in  its  provisions  for  education.  At  that 
time  I  shall  also  recommend  to  you  specific  measures  for  obtaining  the 
additional  revenue  which  my  appropriation   recommendations  will   require. 

In  the  meantime,  I  commend  the  proposed  budget  to  you.  It  is  worthy 
of  the  most  careful  analysis  and  the  soundest  judgment  you  can  give  it. 
Ultimate    responsibility   for   the   adoption   of   the   budget   rests   solely  with 
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the  General  Assembly.  In  the  exercise  of  your  independent  judgment,  you 
may  see  fit  to  increase  appropriations  beyond  those  recommended;  or  you 
may  see  fit  to  reduce  recommended  appropriations.  Throughout  your  de- 
liberations, bear  in  mind  that  the  Executive  Budget  Act,  and  responsible 
management  of  the  State's  finances,  require  a  balanced  budget  at  all  times. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  this  message,  I  shall  have  occasion  to 
mention  many  figures.  In  the  interest  of  simplicity,  I  shall  round  off  dollar 
figures  and  percentage  figures  and  shall  talk  in  terms  of  biennial,  rather 
than  annual,  revenue  and  appropriations. 

FISCAL   CONDITION 

I  find  the  State  of  North  Carolina  today  to  be  in  sound  fiscal  condition. 

We  shall  begin  the  next  biennium  with  a  very  substantial  General  Fund 
credit  balance  of  $53,000,000.  Improved  economic  conditions  and  result- 
ing General  Fund  revenue  increases  account  for  $42,500,000  of  this  credit 
balance,  while  the  remaining  $10,500,000  will  come  from  savings  effected 
by  keeping  expenditures  below  appropriations.  And,  let  me  make  it  clear 
now  that  the  budget  recommendations  already  provide  for  the  expenditure 
of  this  $53,000,000  General  Fund  credit  balance. 

The  Highway  Fund  will  on  July  1,  1961,  have  an  estimated  balance  of 
$26,000,000  in  State  funds  and  $32,000,000  in  Federal  funds.  This  total 
Highway  Fund  balance  of  $58,000,000  is  fully  committed  and  is  not  avail- 
able  for  appropriation   in   addition   to  budget  recommendations. 

The  gross  debt  of  the  State  is  $253,500,000,  with  an  additional  $11,- 
500,000  in  bonds  authorized  but  not  yet  issued.  Of  this  total,  $37,000,000  is 
fully  provided  for  by  sinking  funds  and  $106,000,000  of  secondary  road 
bonds  are  serviced  by  a  14  per  gallon  gasoline  tax.  Thus,  for  all  prac- 
tical purposes  the  actual  debt  of  the  State  is  the  $120,000,000  in  outstand- 
ing General  Fund  bonds  issued  since  1949. 

THE   TOTAL   STATE   BUDGET 

The  resources  estimated  to  be  available  for  expenditure  by  the  State 
during  the  1961-63  biennium  total  $1,496,000,000.  Recommended  appro- 
priations of  $1,455,000,000  will  leave  an  estimated  credit  balance  on  June 
30,  1963,  of  $42,000,000,  nearly  all  of  which  is  committed  to  specific  pur- 
poses, such  as  highway  construction  and  debt  service. 

The  figures  just  mentioned  include  all  receipts — State  tax  and  other 
revenues,  bond  proceeds,  federal  funds,  and  agency  receipts.  They  in- 
clude, also,  all  proposed  appropriations  for  current  operations  and  for 
capital  improvements. 

Our  budget  is  organized  into  three  major  operating  funds — the  Gen- 
eral Fund,  Highway  Fund,  and  Agriculture  Fund — and  several  smaller 
special  funds  earmarked  to  finance  specific  programs.  Because  their  size 
dwarfs  all  others,  I  shall  concentrate  on  the  General  Fund  and  Highway 
Fund  in  the  remainder  of  what  I  shall  have  to  say  today. 
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THE    GENERAL    FUND 

General  Fund  resources  for  the  coming  biennium,  after  excluding  fed- 
eral funds  and  agency  receipts,  are  estimated  at  $747,000,000.  This  sum 
consists  of  an  estimated  $53,000,000  in  beginning  credit  balance,  rec- 
ommended capital  improvement  bond  issue  proceeds  of  $54,000,000,  and 
current  revenues  of  $640,000,000. 

Recommended  General  Fund  appropriations  total  $747,000,000,  of  which 
$689,000,000  is  for  current  operations  and  $58,000,000  is  for  capital  im- 
provements. The  estimated  credit  balance  on  June  30,  1963,  will  be  only 
$15,000. 

I  take  note  of  the  fact  that  this  Budget  proposes  that  the  State  spend 
on  current  General  Fund  operations  during  the  1961-63  biennium  $49,- 
000,000  more  than  the  State  is  expected  to  receive  in  General  Fund  revenue 
during  that  period.  The  Budget  is  kept  in  balance  by  spending  all  of 
the   $53,000,000  credit  balance   accumulated   during  the   1959-61   biennium. 

If  the  expectations  of  the  makers  of  this  Budget  hold  true,  there  will 
be  no  comparable  credit  balance  with  which  to  begin  the  1963-65  biennium. 
This  means  that  we  will  leave  difficult  problems  for  the  1963  General 
Assembly  in  maintaining  the  level  of  services  under  the  "A"  Budget. . 

REVENUE 

General  Fund  revenue  for  the  current  biennium  is  estimated  at  $620,- 
000,000.  For  the  next  biennium,  General  Fund  revenue  is  estimated  at 
$640,000,000,  an  apparent  increase  of  only  $20,000,000  or  three  per  cent. 
Budgets,  however,  must  be  built  upon  revenue  which  is  expected  to  come 
in  year  after  year.  As  you  know,  revenue  for  the  current  biennium  in- 
cludes $28,000,000  in  "windfall"  receipts  resulting  from  the  adoption  of 
the  income  tax  withholding  system  two  years  ago.  This  $28,000,000  can 
be  spent  but  once  and  will  not  come  again.  Deducting  those  "windfall" 
receipts  gives  1959-61  General  Fund  revenue  collections  of  a  recurring 
type  in  the  sum  of  $592,000,000.  By  comparison  with  that  figure,  the 
$640,000,000  in  revenue  projected  for  the  1961-63  represents  an  increase 
of  $48,000,000  or  eight  per  cent. 

In  view  of  the  exceptionally  good  General  Fund  revenue  collections  of 
this  biennium  in  comparison  with  1957-59,  there  may  be  a  strong  tempta- 
tion in  some  quarters  to  argue  that  an  eight  per  cent  General  Fund  rev- 
enue increase  is  too  conservative,  and  that  additional  appropriations  can 
be  provided  for  by  the  painless  expedient  of  raising  the  revenue  estimates. 
The  Advisory  Budget  Commission  does  not,  and  I  do  not,  and  dare  not, 
share  that  hope.  On  the  basis  of  all  the  evidence  now  available,  including 
general  economic  conditions  and  trends  and  the  relatively  conservative 
revenue  growth  estimates  now  being  made  by  the  federal  government  and 
by  our  sister  states — averaging  less  than  four  per  cent— I  see  no  present 
justification  for  raising  the  Advisory  Budget  Commission's  eight  per 
cent  revenue  increase  estimate.  To  take  any  other  position  would  be  dan- 
gerous  and   would  border  upon   fiscal    irresponsibility.     Should   new   infor- 
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mation  cause  a  change  in  this  view  while  you  are  in  session,  I  shall  so 
advise  you. 

APPROPRIATIONS 

Requests  for  General  Fund  appropriations  for  current  operations  dur- 
ing the  coming  biennium  totalled  $783,000,000,  and  88  per  cent  of  that 
amount  is  recommended  for  appropriation.  Recommended  General  Fund 
appropriations  of  $689,000,000  constitute  an  increase  in  current  operation 
appropriations  of  $103,000,000  or  nearly  18  per  cent  above  comparable 
expenditures   for  the   current  biennium. 

"A"  budget  recommendations  for  maintaining  present  services  at  ex- 
isting levels,  with  suitable  allowance  for  the  increased  number  of  people 
to  be  served,  are  $626,000,000,  virtually  the  full  sum  requested.  This  is 
an  increase  of  more  than  $40,000,000  above  current  expenditures.  "B" 
budget  recommendations,  providing  for  improved  services,  new  programs, 
and  salary  increases,  total  $61,000,000  in  comparison  with  the  $156,- 
000,000   requested. 

General  Fund  capital  improvements  requests  added  up  to  $105,000,000. 
The  Budget  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $58,000,000  for  capital 
improvements,  of  which  $4,000,000  will  be  provided  from  current  revenue, 
$6,000,000  from  bonds  to  be  issued  on  legislative  authorization,  and  $48,- 
000,000  from  bonds  to  be  issued  on  approval  of  the  voters  of  the   State. 

The  Budget  is  arranged  into  about  a  dozen  major  functional  groupings 
— education,  public  welfare,  corrections,  debt  service,  and  the  like.  The 
budget  of  each  agency  and  institution  will  be  found  under  the  appropriate 
functional  heading.  This  enables  you,  in  apportioning  State  funds,  to 
think  primarily  in  terms  of  the  programs  of  public  service  to  be  per- 
formed and  secondarily  in  terms  of  the  specific  agencies  and  institutions 
which   will    perform   them. 

In  discussing  the  provisions  which  this  Budget  makes  for  the  various 
functions  of  State  government,  I  shall  talk  more  about  programs  and 
activities  than  about  figures,  and  refer  you  to  the  appropriate  budget 
documents  for  the  details. 

GENERAL   GOVERNMENT 

The  General  Government  function  includes  the  General  Assembly,  the 
Governor's  Office,  the  courts,  the  fiscal  control  and  revenue  agencies,  the 
personnel  agencies,  and  a  few  others.  Recommended  General  Fund  ap- 
propriations for  General  Government  total  $24,000,000,  up  34  per  cent 
from  current  expenditures.  A  large  part  of  the  increase  is  a  $2,500,000 
appropriation  for  administrative  distribution  to  State  Agencies  to  con- 
tinue in  force  the  new  salary  schedules  adopted  July  1,  1960.  These  sal- 
ary schedules  were  adopted  too  late  for  the  necessary  funds  to  be 
included  in  the  "A"  budget  requests  of  the  agencies.  Other  increases  in 
the  sum  of  $864,000  raise  the  salaries  of  Supreme  Court  Justices  and 
Superior  Court  Judges  and  Solicitors,  and  provide  for  expanded  activities 
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of  the  Department  of  Revenue,  Department  of  Administration,  and  State 
Bureau  of  Investigation. 

Another  large  item  is  the  Contingency  and  Emergency  Fund,  which  is 
distributed  almost  entirely  to  agencies  and  institutions  outside  of  General 
Government. 


EDUCATION 

The  most  important  and  the  most  expensive  function  of  our  State 
government  is  education — support  of  the  public  schools,  maintenance  of 
our  institutions  of  higher  education,  aid  to  five  community  colleges,  opera- 
tion of  schools  for  handicapped  children,  and  support  of  the  State  Li- 
brary, Department  of  Archives  and  History,  and  several  other  educa- 
tional and  cultural  undertakings. 

Recommended  General  Fund  appropriations  for  the  entire  education 
function,  including  a  proper  share  of  retirement  contributions  and  debt 
service,  total  $520,000,000.  This  is  75.4  per  cent  of  total  recommended 
General  Fund  appropriations  for  all  purposes.  While  that  percentage 
figure  is  down  slightly  from  prior  years,  the  Budget  nevertheless  carries 
an  absolute  increase  of  $70,000,000  or  16  per  cent  over  current  expendi- 
tures for  education. 

For  the  public  schools,  on  which  the  major  share  of  State  education  funds 
are  spent,  recommended  appropriations  total  $442,000,000.  This  is  $51,- 
000,000  or  13  per  cent  above  comparable  expenditures  for  1959-61,  which 
include  the  contingent  supplemental  salaries  voted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly two  years  ago. 

The  "A"  Budget  contains  a  public  school  appropriation  increase  of 
$25,000,000  to  take  care  of  an  enrollment  growth  of  19,000  pupils  a  year 
and  otherwise  to  continue  current  levels  of  instruction  and  supporting 
services.  The  "B"  Budget  recommendations  provide  for  salary  increases 
and  other  improvements  in  the  public  schools  to  the  extent  of  $40,000,000 
which  includes  $14,000,000  to  convert  the  contingent  supplemental  salaries 
now  being  paid  into  a  part  of  the  continuing  salary  base  for  public  school 
employees. 

I  know  that  improving  the  salaries  of  public  school  teachers  and  other 
school  employees  is  of  major  concern  to  all  of  you.  Appropriations  of 
$35,000,000,  which  is  the  greater  part  of  the  public  school  budget  in- 
crease, will  make  possible  a  new  salary  range  for  public  school  academic 
teachers  of  $3,300  to  $5,000  a  year,  compared  with  the  present  range  of 
$2,946  to  $4,557  a  year.  Salary  increases  in  the  same  proportion  are 
recommended  for  principals,  superintendents,  and  supervisors.  Vocational 
teachers'  salary  schedules,  already  higher  than  those  of  academic  teachers, 
are  also  to  be  increased  proportionately. 

In  addition  to  salary  increases,  the  new  funds  recommended  will  strength- 
en State-level  supervisory  and  administrative  activities  in  the  public 
school  system  and  in  many  other  respects  implement  the  requests  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 
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The  annual  rate  of  State  support  for  public  school  libraries  is  increased 
from  $1.50  to  $3.00  per  pupil,  and  the  annual  State  allotment  for  instruc- 
tional supplies  is  raised  from  $1.12  to  $1.50  per  pupil.  Adequate  provision 
is  made  for  a  new  program  for  the  professional  improvement  of  teachers, 
for  a  permanent  curriculum  study  and  research  program  under  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  for  the  administration  of  the  National  Defense  Edu- 
cation Program,  and  for  the  development  of  vocational  education  instruc- 
tional materials. 

Local  school  supervision  will  be  improved  by  the  addition  of  25  local 
unit  supervisors  to  the  present  256.  The  program  for  mentally  retarded 
children    received   the   full    financial   support   requested. 

In  vocational  education,  the  budget  recommendations  allow  expansion 
of  vocational  instruction  and  vocational  rehabilitation  programs.  A  new 
agricultural  technology  program  is  recommended.  The  19  industrial  edu- 
cation centers  which  are  contributing  so  much  to  the  industrial  growth 
of  our   State   will   receive   $763,000   for   additional   equipment. 

You  can  readily  see  that  public  schools  have  not  been  exactly  neglected, 
but  it  has  been  deliberately  left  to  us  to  initiate  the  fulfillment  of  the 
bright  promise  of  quality  education  which  holds  so  much  for  the  future 
of  our  people. 

The  overall  increase  in  general  fund  appropriations  from  the  last 
budget  to  this  one  is  18%. 

The  total  increase  for  public  schools  is   13%. 

The  percentage  of  the  total  general  fund  budget  is  67.7%.  With  all 
that  was  done  by  this  Budget  Commission,  and  it  is  considerable,  we  have 
shown  little  progress.  In  1959-61  the  percentage  of  our  total  general 
fund  resources  going  to  public  schools  was  70.4%.  This  budget,  I  repeat, 
allots  only  67.7%. 

So  you  can  see  that  in  spite  of  all  we  have  done,  we  are  losing  ground. 

The  programs  of  enrichment  cannot  be  implemented  under  this  budget. 
At  least,  forgetting  the  small  percentage  differences,  which  can  be  ex- 
plained away  in  several  creditable  ways,  this  is  pretty  good  evidence  that 
we  are  not  making  the   progress  we  must  make. 

It  can  be  argued  that  we  can  get  along  on  this  level  of  appropriations, 
and  we  can,  but  at  this  rate  we  will  never  achieve  opportunities  of  edu- 
cation second  to  none. 

I  have  talked  with  Governor  Hodges  and  with  the  members  of  the 
Advisory  Budget  Commission.  They  realize  this  budget  will  not  achieve 
the  goals  in  education  we  must  now  reach.  But  they  have  done  the  best 
possible  within  the  framework  of  the  tax  structure  with  which  they 
worked,  and  they  have  properly  left  to  us  the  challenge  of  achieving  high 
quality  in   our  system  of  public  schools. 

I  am  sure,  I  am  positive,  that  there  is  contained  in  this  Budget  no 
implied  admonition  to  "hold  the  line"  at  the   proposed  figures. 
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Rather,  I  am  satisfied,  I  know,  that  it  was  and  is  expected  that  this 
Budget  will  serve  as  a  "line  of  departure"  from  which  we  will  move  to 
the  objective  of  quality  education  to  meet  the  demand  of  a  rapidly  ad- 
vancing, changing,  scientific,  complex  world. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  public  schools,  I  have  chosen  to  talk  about 
expanding  our  educational  opportunities  at  a  later  time  when  we  can 
devote  our  attention  exclusively  to  that  subject,  and  therefore  I  request 
your  indulgence  in  allowing  me  to  deliver  another  and  special  message 
on  the  Budget  for  public  education. 

Turning  now  to  higher  education:  appropriations  recommended  for  the 
Consolidated  University  of  North  Carolina  and  the  nine  other  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  total  $58,000,000,  an  increase  of  $12,000,000  or 
26  per  cent  beyond  current  appropriation  expenditures. 

Our  University  and  colleges  now  enroll  36,500  students,  or  53  per  cent 
of  those  attending  college  in  this  State.  A  further  rise  of  4,000,  or  11 
per  cent,  is  expected  in  the  next  two  years. 

The  Advisory  Budget  Commission  recommends  as  a  policy  matter  that 
college  tuition  rates  be  increased,  on  the  ground  that  the  per  student  cost 
to  the  State  for  higher  education  has  risen  more  in  proportion  than  has 
the  cost  to  the  student  in  tuition  and  fees.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
proceeds  from  these  additional  tuition  receipts,  totalling  $2,200,000,  be 
distributed  50  per  cent  to  scholarships,  40  per  cent  to  faculty  salaries, 
and  10  per  cent  to  libraries.  The  scholarships  would  offset  the  impact  of 
tuition  increases  on  needy  students. 

Competition  for  qualified  college  faculty  members  is  keen  through  the 
nation,  because  college  enrollment  pressures  are  felt  nationwide.  Faculty 
salary  funds  will  be  increased  under  the  terms  of  this  Budget  by  $3,400,000 
from  General  Fund  appropriations  and  an  additional  $900,000  from  tuition 
increases.  Distribution  of  these  salary  funds  will  be  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  administrators  of  the  various  institutions,  as  has  been  the  recent 
practice. 

The  increase  in  higher  education  appropriations  will,  in  addition  to 
salary  raises,  provide  for  teaching  larger  numbers  of  students  and  for 
the  purchase  of  additonal  library  books  and  instructional  and  scientific 
equipment. 

Appropriations  in  aid  of  summer  school  programs  at  the  state  insti- 
tutions will  be  regularized  by  the  appropriation  of  $960,000,  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  institutions  in  proportion  to  hours  of  summer  school 
instruction  given.  Grants  to  community  colleges  will  be  increased  from 
$3.25  to  $4.00  per  student  quarter  hour  of  instruction  in  approved  courses. 

Health   and  Hospitals 

Appropriations  recommended  for  health  and  hospitals  total  $65,000,000, 
an  increase  of  17  per  cent  over  current  expenditures.  Most  of  this  in- 
crease represents  the  cost  of  continuing  and  expanding  operations  of  the 
mental  institutions  and  the  training  schools  for  mentally  retarded  children 
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and   the   extension    and    enrichment    of    programs    of    the    State    Board    of 
Health. 

Funds  are  recommended  to  continue  operations  at  the  present  levels  of 
service  in  Memorial  Hospital  at  Chapel  Hill,  the  sanatorium  system,  and 
other  State  hospitals  and  health  agencies. 

Public  Welfare 

General  Fund  Appropriation  recommendations  for  all  public  welfare 
activities  total  $25,000,000,  an  increase  of  17  per  cent  over  current  ex- 
penditures. These  State  appropriations  together  with  federal  and  county 
contributions,  will  provide  $168,000,000  for  public  welfare.  This  is  $18,- 
000,000  more  than  will  be  received  during  the  current  biennium. 

The  funds  recommended  for  public  welfare  will  support  the  caseloads 
and  average  grants  projected  by  the  State  welfare  agencies  in  the  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and 
Totally  Disabled,  and  Aid  to  the  Blind  programs.  These  projections  of 
average  caseloads  and  average  grants  are  based  on  the  continuation  of 
recent  trends,  all  of  which  are  upward  except  the  Old  Age  Assistance 
caseload. 

I  suggest  that  you  carefully  evaluate  the  welfare  proposals  and  assure 
yourselves  that  the  recommended  funds  are  sufficient  to  support  reason- 
able  increases   in   the   public    assistance   programs. 

Corrections 

The  Budget  recommends  appropriations  of  $4,500,000  for  the  State 
juvenile  correction  program,  an  increase  of  29  per  cent  over  1959-61  ex- 
penditures. 

Included  are  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Juvenile  Evaluation 
and  Treatment  Center  on  the  Moore  General  Hospital  property  near  Ashe- 
ville,  recently  given  to  the  State  by  the  federal  government.  This  center 
will  be  used  for  processing  and  classifying  all  students  assigned  by  the 
courts  to  the  correctional  schools,  as  well  as  for  the  psychiatric  care  and 
rehabilitation   of  difficult  cases. 

The  Probation  Commission  and  Board  of  Paroles  have  heretofore  been 
supported  by  the  Highway  Fund.  The  Budget  Report  recommends  their 
transfer  to  the  General  Fund.  Moderate  appropriation  increases  are 
proposed  for  each  of  these  agencies. 

Public  Safety  and  Regulations 

For  public  safety  and  regulation,  which  includes  the  military  and  civil 
defense  departments  as  well  as  several  regulatory  agencies,  appropria- 
tions of  $7,000,000 — an  increase  of  nine  per  cent — are  recommended.  The 
increase  will  go  chiefly  to  the  Financial  Responsibility  program  of  the 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  the  Civil  Defense  program,  and  expanded 
activities  of  other  regulatory  agencies. 
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Natural  Resources  and  Recreation 

Appropriations  recommended  for  natural  resources  and  recreation  are 
$8,000,000,  which  is  15  per  cent  more  than  current  expenditures.  This  in- 
crease will  strengthen  the  programs  in  forest  management,  industrial 
development,   commercial    fisheries    resources,    and   water    resources. 

Agriculture 

The  agricultural  agencies  will,  under  the  recommended  Budget,  receive 
General  Fund  appropriations  totaling  $12,000,000.  The  increase  over 
current  expenditures  is  $800,000  or  seven  per  cent. 

Included  is  a  General  Fund  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture of  $2,900,000,  an  18  per  cent  increase  over  comparable  current 
expenditures.  This  sum,  together  with  a  $2,800,000  appropriation  from 
the  Agriculture  Fund,  will  furnish  appropriations  of  $5,700,000  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  increases  will  permit  improved  inspec- 
tional  activities  and  better  tax  collection  by  the   Department. 

Salary  increases  for  academic  personnel  in  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  and  the  Cooperative  Agricultural  Extension  Service,  both  of  which 
are  administratively  controlled  by  State  College,  are  included  in  the 
appropriations  to  the  Consolidated  University  of  North  Carolina.  Modest 
increases  are  proposed  in  other  phases  of  the  budgets  of  those  agencies. 

Several  farms  now  being  operated  at  State  institutions  no  longer  serve 
their  originial  purposes,  take  too  much  of  the  time  of  administrative  per- 
sonnel, and  their  orderly  discontinuation  is  recommended. 

Retirement  and  Pensions 

Teachers  and  other  State  employees  belong  to  the  Teachers'  and  State 
Employees'  Retirement  System.  The  State's  contribution  to  the  Retire- 
ment System  covers  the  employer's  contribution  for  both  Social  Security 
and  the  State  retirement  plan. 

General  Fund  appropriations  to  the  Retirement  System  will  total  $46,- 
000,000.  The  increase  of  40  per  cent  over  current  expenditures  for  this 
purpose  is  attributable  to  the  normal  growth  in  the  number  of  people 
on  the  State  payroll,  the  State's  contribution  required  to  match  increased 
salaries,  higher  Social  Security  contribution  rates,  and  larger  contribu- 
tions required  to  keep  the  Retirement  System  in  actuarially  sound  con- 
dition. 

Debt  Service 

General  Fund  debt  service  appropriation  recommendations  of  $25,000,000 
are  50  per  cent  higher  than  expenditures  for  the  current  biennium.  Of  the 
increase,  $3,400,000  will  be  required  to  service  the  debt  outstanding  on 
July  1,  1961,  and  another  $4,900,000  will  be  necessary  to  service  the  cap- 
ital improvement  bonds  which  the  Budget  recommends  be  authorized  and 
issued. 
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Salary  Increases 

Budget  recommendations  for  salary  increases  in  education  have  already 
been  discussed.  For  full-time,  permanent  employees  subject  to  the  State 
Personnel  Act,  the  Budget  provides  salary  increases  of  $3,000,000  from 
the  General  Fund  and  $2,850,000  from  the  Highway  Fund.  If  this  amount 
were  distributed  on  a  percentage  basis,  it  would  provide  an  across-the- 
board  pay  raise  of  three  per  cent.  Recommended  salary  increases  and 
additional  merit  salary  increments  combined  add  seven  per  cent  to  the 
total  cost  of  salaries  for  this  group  of  State  employees. 

Capital  Improvements 

Recommended  General  Fund  appropriations  for  capital  improvements 
total  $58,000,000.  These  appropriations  will  be  financed  by  a  direct  ap- 
propriation of  $4,000,000  from  current  revenues,  $6,000,000  in  bonds  to 
be  issued  on  legislative  authorization,  and  $48,000,000  in  bonds  to  be  issued 
upon  approval  by  the  Legislature  and  a  favorable  vote  of  the  people. 

Nearly  half  of  the  capital  improvement  recommendations — $26,500,000 — 
is  for  the  institutions  of  higher  education.  This  sum  represents  about 
half  of  the  capital  improvement  requests  submitted  by  those  institutions. 

The  voted  bond  issue  will  finance  $13,500,000  for  expanded  State  Port 
facilities. 

To  relieve  overcrowding  of  our  State  offices  in  Raleigh,  the  Budget  pro- 
vides that  the  State  Highway  Building,  which  was  financed  from  the 
Highway  Fund,  and  the  Highway  Commission's  testing  laboratory  build- 
ing, be  purchased  by  the  General  Fund  from  the  Highway  Fund  at  a 
price  of  $2,365,000.  The  building  will  furnish  office  space  for  General 
Fund  agencies.  The  Highway  Commission  will  apply  the  sale  proceeds 
to  the  construction  of  a  new  Highway  Building  in  the  Raleigh  area. 

The  State  has  long  needed  an  appropriate  building  for  its  very  fine 
archives  collection  and  historical  museum,  and  for  its  State  Library.  To 
erect  such  a  building,  an  appropriation  of  $2,692,000  is   recommended. 

The  Raleigh  Farmers  Market  is  currently  operated  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  on  an  experimental  basis  under  a  lease  contract 
with  the  owner  of  the  facility.  The  lease  expires  this  Spring.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  the  State  purchase  the  Farmers  Market  facility  at  a 
price  of  $500,000,  in  order  to  continue  and  improve  the  services  which 
the  Market  is  rendering  to  the  farmers  of  the   State. 

THE    HIGHWAY    FUND 

Highway  Fund  revenues  are  currently  earmarked  for  the  support  of 
the  State  Highway  Commission,  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and 
the  State  Prison  Department. 

All  of  the  balance  of  $58,000,000  with  which  the  Highway  Fund  will 
begin  the  next  biennium  is  already  committed.  Current  revenues,  State 
and  Federal,  are  estimated  at  $331,000,000  for  1961-63.  Recommended 
Highway    Fund    appropriations    total    $358,000,000,    leaving    a    balance    at 
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the  end  of  the  next  biennium  of  $31,000,000,  practically  all  of  which  is 
already  reserved  for  debt  service  and  aid  to  municipalities. 

Revenue 

Estimated  Highway  Fund  State  revenue  for  1961-63  is  $295,000,000 — 
or  seven  per  cent  above  current  revenue.  This  increase  rate  would  have 
been  higher,  but  for  the  depressing  effect  of  growing  numbers  of  compact 
and  small  foreign  cars  upon  gasoline  consumption.  It  is  estimated  that 
gasoline  consumption  during  this  year  will  be  about  one  per  cent  less 
than  it  would  have  been  if  no  compacts  had  been  sold. 

A  ppropria  tions 

In  spite  of  the  anticipated  gain  in  Highway  Fund  State  revenue,  rec- 
ommended appropriations  from  State  and  Federal  funds  combined  total 
$358,000,000,  down  $63,000,000— or  15  per  cent^from  current  expendi- 
tures. This  decrease  is  almost  wholly  due  to  a  drop  of  $62,000,000  in 
federal  funds  to  be  spent  in  1961-63.  Appropriations  from  State  funds 
are  almost  identical  with  those  of  the  current  biennium. 

State  Highway  Commission 

Recommended  appropriations  of  State  and  Federal  funds  to  the  State 
Highway  Commission  are  $317,000,000,  which  is  19  per  cent  down  from 
current  expenditures.  Again,  this  reduction  is  due  to  a  falling-off  in 
federal  construction  funds. 

The  decrease  in  federal  funds  for  highway  construction  comes  from 
the  fact  that  in  prior  years,  North  Carolina,  because  it  was  in  position 
to  take  immediate  advantage  of  federal  Interstate  System  grants,  re- 
ceived higher  annual  allocations  for  the  Interstate  System  than  are  now 
being  allocated  to  us.  During  1961-63,  Interstate  allocations  and  expendi- 
tures, as  well  as  other  federal  aid  funds,  are  likely  to  remain  constant 
unless  some  change  is  made  in  the  present  federal  highway  program. 

Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 

Highway  Fund  appropriations  recommended  for  the  Department  of 
Motor  Vehicles  are  $19,000,000,  an  increase  of  six  per  cent  over  1959-61 
expenditures.  Included  in  the  recommendations  are  50  Highway  Patrol 
clerks  who  will  relieve  50  patrolmen  for  road  patrol  service. 

State  Prison  Department 

Recommended  Highway  Fund  appropriations  for  the  State  Prison  De- 
partment are  $32,000,000,  an  increase  of  22  per  cent  over  current  expendi- 
tures. 

This  increase  of  $5,600,000  will  provide  primarily  for  reduction  of  work- 
ing hours  of  custodial  employees  from  more  than  60  to  48  hours  a  week, 
for  salary  adjustments  already  authorized  for  certain  classifications  of 
Prison  employees,  for  expansion  of  rehabilitation  and  training  activities, 
for  improved  security  measures,  and  for  new  programs  of  adult  educa- 
tion  and  vocational  education   for  youthful   offenders.    A   major   reorgani- 
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zation    of    the    Prison    system,    especially    as    to    the    number    and    size    of 
field  units  and  facilities,  is  also  contemplated  by  the  Budget. 

Capital  Improvements 

Capital  improvements  recommendations  for  Highway  Fund  agencies 
total  $5,700,000,  of  which  $2,600,000  will  come  from  the  Highway  Fund 
and  the  remainder  from  other  sources.  No  bonds  are  proposed  for  these 
capital  improvements. 

The  recommended  appropriations  will  finance  construction  of  a  new 
State  Highway  Building;  necessary  new  prison  facilities;  and  Highway 
Patrol  facilities,  offices,  and  radio  towers  and  equipment. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  again  that  the  recommended  Budget  which  I 
have  just  outlined  to  you,  and  which  is  about  to  be  placed  in  your  hands, 
constitutes  a  sound  basic  plan  of  State  expenditures  for  the  upcoming 
biennium.  With  the  additions  which  I  shall  shortly  recommend  to  you,  I 
firmly  believe  that  it  will  enable  us  to  make  a  long  stride  towards  the 
New   Day  which  all  of  us  covet  for  our  beloved   North   Carolina.

INTRODUCTION    OF    BILLS   AND   RESOLUTIONS 

Bills  and  resolutions  are  introduced,  read  the  first  time,  and  disposed 
of  as  follows : 

By  Representative  Hardy,  Mr.  Speaker  Hunt,  Representatives  Andrews,

General  Rules 

Rule  1.  CONVENING  HOUR.  The  House  shall  convene  each  legislative 
day  at  the  hour  fixed  by  the  House  on  the  preceding  legislative  day;  in  case 
the  House  adjourned  on  the  preceding  legislative  day  without  having  fixed 
an  hour  for  reconvening,  the  House  shall  reconvene  on  the  next  legislative 
day  at  twelve  o'clock  noon. 

Rule  2.  OPENING  THE  SESSION.  At  the  convening  hour  on  each 
legislative  day  the  Speaker  shall  call  the  members  to  order,  and  shall  have 
the  session  opened  with  prayer. 

Rule  3.  QUORUM,  (a)  A  quorum  consists  of  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
members  of  the  House. 

(b)  On  the  point  of  no  quorum  being  raised,  the  doors  shall  be  closed 
and  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  House,  after  which  the  names  of  the 
absentees  shall  again  be  called  over.  Fifteen  members,  including  the  Speaker, 
are  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  and  may  order 
that  absentees  for  whom  no  sufficient  excuses  are  made  shall  be  taken  into 
custody  as  they  appear,  or  wherever  they  may  be  found  by  special  messenger 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Rule  4.  APPROVAL  OF  JOURNAL.  The  Committee  on  the  Journal 
shall  examine  daily  the  Journal  of  the  House  before  the  hour  of  convening 
to  determine  if  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  day  have  been  correctly 
recorded. 

Immediately  following  the  opening  prayer  and  upon  appearance  of  a 
quorum,  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Journal   as   to  whether   or  not  the   proceedings   of  the    previous   day  have 
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been  correctly  recorded;   the   Speaker  shall  then  cause  the  Journal  to  be 
approved.    Without  objection,  the  Journal  shall  stand  approved. 

Rule  5.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DAY.  After  the  approval 
of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day,  the  House  shall  proceed  to  business 
in  the  following  order: 

(1)  The  receiving  of  petitions,  memorials  and  papers  addressed  to  the 
General  Assembly  or  to  the  House. 

(2)  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

(3)  Reports  of  select  committees. 

(4)  Introduction  of  Resolutions. 

(5)  Introduction  of  Bills. 

(6)  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

(7)  Bills,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials,  messages,  and  other  papers 
on  the  Calendar  in  their  exact  numerical  order,  unless  displaced  by 
the  orders  of  the  day;  but  messages,  and  motions  to  elect  officers 
shall  always  be  in  order. 

(8)  Reading  of  Notices  and  Announcements. 

CONDUCT    OF   DEBATE 

Rule  6.  DUTIES  AND  POWERS  OF  SPEAKER,  (a)  The  Speaker 
shall  have  general  direction  of  the  Hall.  He  may  name  any  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond 
one  day,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  by  leave  of  the  House. 

(b)  In  the  event  the  Speaker,  by  reason  of  physical  or  mental  incapacity, 
is  unable  to  name  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  the  chairman 
or  vice  chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee  shall  open  the  Session,  and  the 
House  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  elect  one  of  their  members  as  Speaker 
protempore,  who  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the  Speaker  until  such 
time  as  the  Speaker  may  assume  the  Chair  or  name  another  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair. 

Rule  7.  OBTAINING  FLOOR,  (a)  When  any  member  desires  recog- 
nition for  any  purpose,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address 
the  Speaker.    No  member  shall  proceed  until  recognized  by  the  Speaker. 

(b)  When  a  member  desires  to  interrupt  a  member  having  the  floor,  he 
shall  first  obtain  recognition  by  the  Speaker  and  permission  of  the  member 
occupying  the  floor,  and  when  so  recognized  and  such  permission  is  ob- 
tained, he  may  propound  a  question  to  the  member  occupying  the  floor,  but 
he  shall  not  propound  a  series  of  interrogatories  or  otherwise  interrupt 
the  member  having  the  floor;  and  the  Speaker  shall,  without  the  point  of 
order  being  raised,  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  8.  QUESTIONS  OF  PERSONAL  PRIVILEGE.  At  any  time, 
upon  recognition  by  the  Speaker,  any  member  may  arise  to  speak  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege,  and  upon  objection  to  his  proceeding,  the 
Speaker  shall  determine  if  the  question  is  one  of  privilege. 

Rule  9.  POINTS  OF  ORDER,  (a)  The  Speaker  shall  decide  questions 
of  order  and  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members, 
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rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  the 
ruling  of  the  Chair  on  questions  of  order;  on  such  appeal  no  member  may 
speak  more  than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  House.  A  two-third  vote  of 
the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  sustain  any  appeal  from  the 
ruling  of  the  Chair. 

(b)  When  the  Speaker  calls  a  member  to  order,  the  member  shall  take 
his  seat.  A  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of  fact,  or  explain, 
but  shall  not  proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision  stands.  If  the 
member  appeals  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  and  the  decision  be  in  favor 
of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may  proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not; 
and  if  the  case,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  censure  by  the  House. 

Rule  10.  LIMITATIONS  ON  DEBATE.  No  member  shall  speak  more 
than  twice  on  the  main  question,  nor  longer  than  thirty  minutes  for  the  first 
speech  and  fifteen  minutes  for  the  second  speech,  unless  allowed  to  do  so 
by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present;  nor  shall  he 
speak  more  than  once  upon  an  amendment  or  motion  to  commit  or  postpone, 
and  then  not  longer  than  ten  minutes.  But  the  House  may,  by  consent  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  present,  suspend  the  operation  of  this  rule 
during  any  debate  on  any  particular  question  before  the  House,  or  the 
Committee  on  Rules  may  bring  in  a  special  rule  that  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  debate  on  any  bill. 

Rule  11.  READING  OF  PAPERS.  When  there  is  a  call  for  the  reading 
of  a  paper  which  has  been  read  in  the  House,  and  there  is  objection  to  such 
reading,  the  question  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
of  the  House  present. 

Rule  12.  GENERAL  DECORUM,  (a)  The  Speaker  shall  preserve 
order  and  decorum. 

(b)  Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed  and  personal  reflection  carefully 
avoided. 

(c)  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  House, 
no  person  shall  speak,  stand  up,  walk  out  of  or  cross  the  House,  nor  when 
a  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse,  stand  up,  or  pass 
between  the  member  and  the  Chair. 

(d)  Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  halls,  lobbies,  or  the  galleries 
while  the  House  is  in  Session;  except  that  smoking  may  be  permitted  in 
the  lobby  in  the  rear  of  the  Speaker's  desk. 


MOTIONS 

Rule  13.  MOTIONS  GENERALLY,  (a)  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any  two  members  request  it. 

(b)  When  a  motion  is  made  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or,  if 
written  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair  and  read  aloud  by  the  Speaker  or 
Clerk   before  debate. 
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(c)  After  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  Speaker  or  read  by  the 
Speaker  or  Clerk  it  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  with- 
drawn before  a  decision  or  amendment,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  which  motion,  when  made  by  a  member,  shall  be  in  possession 
of  the  House,  and  shall  not  be  withdrawn  without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  14.  MOTIONS,  ORDER  OF  PRECEDENCE,  (a)  When  in  order 
and  every  motion  is  before  the  House,  the  question  stands  as  follows :

To  adjourn. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

To  postpone  indefinitely. 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

To  commit. 

To  amend  an  amendment. 

To  amend. 

To  substitute. 

To  pass  the  bill. 

(b)  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  the  following  motions  only  shall 
be  in  order,  and  they  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged: 


1. 

To  adjourn. 

2. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

3. 

To  postpone  indefinitely. 

4. 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

5. 

To  commit. 

6. 

To  amend. 

No  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a 
day  certain,  to  commit  or  to  amend,  being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed 
at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

Rule  15.  MOTION  TO  ADJOURN,  (a)  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be 
seconded  before  the  motion  is  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House. 

(b)  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  shall  always 
be  in  order,  except  when  the  House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking; 
but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  not  follow  a  motion  to  adjourn  until  debate 
or  some  other  business  of  the  House  has  intervened. 

Rule  16.  MOTION  TO  TABLE,  (a)  A  motion  to  table  shall  be  sec- 
onded before  the  motion  is  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House. 
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(b)  A  motion  to  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

(c)  A  motion  to  table  a  bill  shall  constitute  a  motion  to  table  the  bill 
and  all  amendments  thereto. 

(d)  A  motion  to  table  an  amendment  sent  up  from  the  floor  shall  not  be 
construed  as  a  motion  to  table  the  principal  bill  or  any  other  amendment 
which  has  been  offered  thereto,  and  if  such  motion  is  carried,  only  the 
amendment  shall  lie  upon  the  table. 

Rule  17.  MOTION  TO  RECONSIDER,  (a)  When  a  motion  has  been 
once  made  and  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  is  in  order  for 
any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  on 
the  same  or  succeeding  legislative  day,  unless  it  may  have  subsequently 
passed  the  Senate;  Provided,  that  unless  the  vote  by  which  the  motion  was 
originally  decided  was  taken  by  a  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes,  any  member 
may  move  to  reconsider. 

(b)  A  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  vote,  except 
a  motion  to  reconsider  a  motion  tabling  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  shall 
require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Rule  18.  MOTION  TO  POSTPONE  INDEFINITELY.  A  motion  to 
postpone  indefinitely  is  always  in  order  except  when  a  motion  to  adjourn 
or  to  lay  on  the  table  is  before  the  House;  however,  after  one  motion  to 
postpone  indefinitely  has  been  decided,  another  motion  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely shall  not  be  allowed  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 
When  a  question  has  been  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be 
acted  on  again  during  the  Session,  except  upon  a  two-third  vote. 


THE    PREVIOUS    QUESTION 

Rule  19.  PREVIOUS  QUESTION.  The  previous  question  may  be  called 
only  by  the  member  submitting  the  report  on  the  bill  or  other  matter  under 
consideration,  by  the  member  introducing  the  bill  or  other  matter  under 
consideration,  or  by  the  member  in  charge  of  the  measure,  who  shall  be 
designated  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  reporting  the  same  to  the 
House  at  the  time  the  bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration  is  reported 
to  the  House  or  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Rule  20.  FORM  AND  EFFECT  OF  PREVIOUS  QUESTION,  (a)  The 
previous  question  shall  be  as  follows:  "Shall  the  main  question  now  be 
put?"  When  the  call  for  the  previous  question  has  been  decided  in  the 
affirmative  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  House,  the  "main  question"  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  under  consideration,  including 
all  pending  amendments.  If  amendments  are  pending,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  upon  such  amendments  in  inverse  order. 

(b)  The  call  for  the  previous  question  shall  preclude  all  motions,  amend- 
ments and  debate,  except  the  motion  to  adjourn  made  prior  to  the  determi- 
nation of  the  previous  question.  Should  the  motion  to  adjourn  be  made 
prior  to  the   determination   of  the   previous   question   the   House   will   vote 
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first  on  the  motion  to  adjourn  and  then,  if  the  motion  to  adjourn  fails,  the 
members  will  vote  on  the  call  for  the  previous  question. 

(c)  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  the  main  question 
remains  under  debate. 

VOTING 

Rule  21.  STATING  QUESTIONS,  (a)  The  Speaker  shall  rise  to  put 
a  question. 

(b)  Question  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  namely,  "Those  in  favor  (as  the 
question  may  be)  will  say  'Aye',"  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  has  been 
expressed,  "Those  opposed  will  say  'No'." 

(c)  Any  member  may  call  for  a  question  to  be  divided  into  two  or  more 
propositions  to  be  voted  on  separately,  and  the  Speaker  shall  determine 
whether  the  question  admits  of  such  a  division. 

Rule  22.  DETERMINING  QUESTIONS.  Unless  otherwise  provided 
by  the  Constitution  of  North  Carolina,  all  questions  shall  be  determined 
by  the  members  present  and  voting. 

Rule  23.  VOTING  BY  DIVISION.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division 
of  the  members  upon  the  question  before  the  result  of  the  vote  has  been 
announced.  Upon  a  call  for  a  division,  the  Speaker  shall  cause  the  number 
voting  in  the  affirmative  and  in  the  negative  to  be  determined.  Upon  a 
division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question,  no  member  out  of  his 
seat  shall  be  counted. 

Rule  24.  ROLL  CALL  VOTE.  Before  a  question  is  put,  any  member 
may  call  for  the  ayes  and  noes;  and  if  the  call  is  sustained  by  one  fifth 
of  the  members  present,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  ayes  and 
noes  upon  a  roll  call  vote,  taken  alphabetically. 

(b)  Every  member  who  is  in  the  hall  of  the  House  when  the  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote  upon  a  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes,  unless  the  House 
for  special  reasons  shall  excuse  him,  and  no  application  to  be  excused  from 
voting  or  to  explain  a  vote  shall  be  entertained  unless  made  before  the  call 
of  the  roll.  The  hall  of  the  House  includes  the  lobbies  and  offices  connected 
with  the  hall. 

Rule  25.  VOTING  BY  ABSENTEES,  (a)  No  member  shall  vote  on 
any  question  when  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put  by  the 
Speaker,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  House. 

(b)  If  any  member  is  necessarily  absent  on  temporary  business  of  the 
House  when  a  vote  is  taken  upon  any  question,  upon  entering  the  House 
he  shall  be  permitted,  on  request,  to  vote,  provided  that  the  result  shall 
not  be  affected  thereby. 

(c)  When  a  member  who  is  present  is  paired  with  an  absent  member, 
he  shall,  when  his  name  is  called  on  a  roll  call  vote,  announce  the  pair, 
which  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk. 
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Rule  26.  VOTING  BY  SPEAKER.  In  all  elections  the  Speaker  may 
vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  may  exercise  his  right  to  vote,  or  he  may  reserve 
this  right  until  there  is  a  tie;  but  in  no  case  shall  he  be  allowed  to  vote 
twice  on  the  same  question. 

COMMITTEES 

Rule  27.  COMMITTEES  GENERALLY,  (a)  All  committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  the  House. 

(b)  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  committee  if 
he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

(c)  The  chairman  and  five  other  members  of  any  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  that  committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

(d)  In  any  joint  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  House  committees,  the  House 
committee  may  in  its  discretion  reserve  the  right  to  vote  separately. 

Rule  28.  APPOINTMENT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES,  (a)  At 
the  commencement  of  the  Session  the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  standing 
committee  on  each  of  the  following  subjects,  namely: 

On  Agriculture. 

On  Appropriations. 

On  Banks  and  Banking. 

On  Commercial  Fisheries  and  Oyster  Industry. 

On  Commission  and  Institutions  for  the  Blind. 

On  Congressional  Districts. 

On  Conservation  and  Development. 

On  Constitutional  Amendments. 

On   Corporations.

(b)  The  first  member  announced  on  each  committee  shall  be  chairman, 
and  where  the  Speaker  so  desires  he  may  designate  a  co-chairman  and  one 
or  more  vice  chairmen. 

Rule  29.  STANDING  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS,  (a)  Standing  com- 
mittees and  sub-committees  of  standing  committees  shall  be  furnished  with 
suitable   meeting   places. 

(b)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub-sections  (c)  and  (d)  of  this  Rule, 
standing  committees  and  subcommittees  thereof  shall  permit  other  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  press,  and  the  general  public  to  attend  all 
Sessions  of  said  committees  or  subcommittees. 

(c)  The  chairman  or  other  presiding  officer  shall  have  general  direction 
of  the  meeting  place  of  the  committee  or  subcommittee  and,  in  case  of  any 
disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  therein,  or  if  the  peace,  good  order,  and 
proper  conduct  of  the  legislative  business  is  hindered  by  any  individual  or 
individuals,  the  chairman  or  presiding  officer  shall  have  power  to  exclude 
from  the  Session  any  individual  or  individuals  so  hindering  the  legislative 
business  or,  if  necessary,  to  order  the  meeting  place  cleared  of  all  persons 
not  members  of  the  committee  or  subcommittee. 

(d)  Upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  any  stand- 
ing committee  or  subcommittee,  executive  sessions  may  be  held,  but  in  no 
event  shall  final  action  be  taken  in  executive  sessions. 

(e)  Procedure  in  the  committees  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  of  the 
House,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to  such  procedure. 

Rule  30.  COMMITTEE  HEARINGS.  The  chairman  of  all  committees 
shall   notify,   or   cause   to   be   notified,   the   first   named   introducer   on    such 
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bills  as  are  set  for  hearing  before  their  respective  committees   as  to  the 
date,  time  and  place  of  such  hearing. 

Rule  31.  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE,  (a)  A  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House  shall  not  be  formed,  except  by  suspension  of  the  rules, 
if  there  be  objection  by  any  member. 

(b)  After  passage  of  a  motion  to  form  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee,  and  the 
Speaker  shall  leave  the  Chair. 

(c)  The  rules  of  procedure  in  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the 
rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking  and  the  previous  question. 

(d)  In  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  a  motion  that  the  committee 
rise  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member  is  speaking,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

(e)  When  a  bill  is  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  it 
shall  be  read  and  debated  by  sections,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last 
considered.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all 
amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk 
on  a  separate  paper  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and 
so  reported  to  the  House.  After  report,  the  bill  shall  again  be  subject  to 
be  debated  and  amended  by  sections  before  a  question  on  its  passage  be 
taken. 

HANDLING   OF    BILLS 

Rule  32.  INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS  AND  RESOLUTIONS,  (a) 
Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  in  regular  order  of  business,  except  upon 
permission  of  the  Speaker  or  on  the  report  of  a  committee. 

(b)  Any  member  introducing  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  briefly  endorse 
thereon  the  substance  of  the  same. 

Rule  33.  PAPERS  ADDRESSED  TO  THE  HOUSE.  Petitions,  me- 
morials and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Speaker;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof  may  be  verbally  made 
by  the  introducer  before  reference  to  a  committee,  but  such  papers  shall 
not  be  debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their  first  being  read,  unless  the 
House  shall  direct  otherwise. 

Rule  34.  INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS,  COPIES  REQUIRED,  (a) 
Whenever  any  resolution  or  bill  is  introduced  a  carbon  copy  thereof  shall 
be  attached  thereto,  and  the  Principal  Clerk  shall  cause  said  carbon  copy 
to  be  numbered  as  the  original  resolution  or  bill  is  numbered,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  available  at  all  times  to  the  member  introducing 
the  same. 

(b)  Whenever  a  public  bill  is  introduced,  it  shall  be  in  such  form  and 
have  such  copies  accompanying  same  as  designated  by  the  Speaker,  and 
any   bill    submitted   without   the    required   number   of    copies    shall    be    im- 
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mediately  returned  to  the   introducer.    The    Clerk   shall   stamp   the   copies 
with  the  number  stamped  upon  the  original  bill. 

Rule  35.  DUPLICATING  OF  BILLS,  (a)  The  Clerk  shall  cause  such  bills 
as  are  introduced  to  be  duplicated  in  such  numbers  as  may  be  specified 
by  the  Speaker.  On  the  morning  following  the  delivery  of  the  copies,  the 
Chief  Clerk  shall  cause  the  Chief  Page  to  have  one  copy  thereof  put  upon 
the  desk  of  each  member  and  shall  retain  the  other  copies  in  his  office. 
A  sufficient  number  of  copies  for  the  use  of  the  committee  to  which  the 
bill  is  referred  shall  be  delivered  to  the  chairman  or  clerk  of  that  committee 
by  the  Chief  Page.  If  the  bill  is  passed  by  the  House,  the  Chief  Clerk 
shall  deliver  the  remaining  copies  to  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the  Senate  for 
the  use  of  the  Senate. 

(b)  The  cost  of  duplicating  shall  be  paid  from  the  Contingent  Fund  of 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

Rule  36.  REFERENCE  TO  COMMITTEE.  Each  bill  not  introduced 
on  the  report  of  a  committee  shall  immediately  upon  its  introduction  be 
referred  by  the  Speaker  to  such  committee  as  he  deems  appropriate. 

Rule  37.  REPORT  BY  COMMITTEE.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall 
be  reported  from  the  committee  to  which  referred,  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  the  committee  may  desire  to  make. 

(a)  Favorable  Report.  When  a  committee  reports  a  bill  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  be  passed,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  on  the  favorable 
calendar. 

(b)  Report  without  Prejudice.  When  a  committee  reports  a  bill  without 
prejudice,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  on  the  favorable  calendar. 

(c)  Unfavorable  Report.  When  a  committee  reports  a  bill  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  be  not  passed,  and  no  minority  report  accompanies 
it,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  on  the  unfavorable  calendar. 

(d)  MINORITY  REPORT.  When  a  bill  is  reported  by  a  committee  with 
a  recommendation  that  it  be  not  passed,  but  it  is  accompanied  by  a  minority 
report  signed  by  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  members  of  the  committee  who 
were  present  and  voting  when  the  bill  was  considered  in  committee,  the 
question  before  the  House  shall  be:  "The  adoption  of  the  minority  report." 
If  the  minority  report  is  adopted  by  majority  vote  the  bill  shall  be  placed 
on  the  favorable  calendar  for  consideration.  If  the  minority  report  fails 
of  adoption  by  a  majority  vote,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  on  the  unfavorable 
calendar. 

Rule  38.  REMOVING  BILL  FROM  UNFAVORABLE  CALENDAR. 
A  bill  may  be  removed  from  the  unfavorable  calendar  upon  motion  carried 
by  a  two-thirds  vote.  A  motion  to  remove  a  bill  from  the  unfavorable 
calendar  is  not  debatable,  but  the  movant  may,  before  making  the  motion, 
make  a  brief  and  concise  statement,  not  more  than  five  minutes  in  length, 
of  the  reasons  for  the  motion. 

Rule  39.  REPORTS  ON  APPROPRIATION  AND  REVENUE  BILLS. 
All  committees,  other  than  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  when  favor- 
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ably  reporting  any  bill  wbich  carries  an  appropriation  from  the  State, 
shall  indicate  same  in  the  report,  and  said  bill  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  for  a  further  report  before  being  acted 
upon  by  the  House.  All  committees,  other  than  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
when  favorably  reporting  any  bill  which  in  any  way  or  manner  raises 
revenue  or  levies  a  tax  or  authorizes  the  issue  of  bonds  or  notes,  whether 
public,  public-local,  or  private,  shall  indicate  same  in  the  report,  and  said 
bill  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  a  further  report 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

Rule  40.  RECALL  OF  BILL  FROM  COMMITTEE.  When  a  bill  has 
been  introduced  and  referred  to  a  committee,  if  after  ten  days  the  com- 
mittee has  failed  to  report  thereon,  then  the  introducer  of  the  bill  or  some 
member  designated  by  him  may,  after  three  days'  public  notice  given  in 
the  House,  on  motion  supported  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  and  voting,  recall  the  same  from  the  committee  to  the  floor  of  the 
House  for  consideration  and  such  action  thereon  as  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  may  direct. 

Rule  41.  CALENDARS.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  keep  a  separate 
calendar  of  the  public,  local  and  private  bills,  and  shall  number  them  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  all  bills  shall  be  disposed  of 
in  the  order  they  stand  upon  the  calendar;  but  the  Committee  on  Rules  may 
at  any  time  arrange  the  order  of  precedence  in  which  bills  may  be  con- 
sidered. 

Rule  42.  READINGS  OF  BILLS,  (a)  Every  bill  shall  receive  three 
readings  in  the  House  previous  to  its  passage.  The  introduction  of  the 
bill  shall  constitute  its  first  reading,  and  the  Speaker  shall  give  notice 
at  each  subsequent  reading  whether  it  be  the  second  or  third  reading. 

(b)  No  bill  shall  be  read  more  than  once  on  the  same  day  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting. 

Rule  43.  EFFECT  OF  DEFEATED  BILL,  (a)  Subject  to  the  provis- 
ions of  subsection  (b)  of  this  Rule,  after  a  bill  has  been  tabled  or  has 
failed  to  pass  on  any  of  its  readings,  the  contents  of  such  bill  or  the 
principal  provisions  of  its  subject  matter  shall  not  be  embodied  in  any  other 
measure.  Upon  the  point  of  order  being  raised  and  sustained  by  the  Chair, 
such  measure  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  shall  not  be  taken  therefrom 
except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

(b)  No  local  bill  shall  be  held  by  the  Chair  to  embody  the  provisions 
of  or  to  be  identical  with  any  statewide  measure  which  has  been  laid  upon 
the  table,  or  failed  to  pass  any  of  its  readings. 

Rule  44.  AMENDMENTS  AND  RIDERS.  No  amendment  or  rider  to 
a  bill  before  the  House  shall  be  in  order  unless  such  rider  or  amendment  is 
germane  to  the  bill  under  consideration. 

Rule  45.  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEES.  Whenever  the  House  shall 
decline  or  refuse  to  concur  in  amendments  put  by  the  Senate  to  a  bill 
originating  in  the  House,  or  shall  refuse  to  adopt  a  substitute  adopted 
by  the  Senate  for  a  bill  originating  in  the  House,  a  conference  committee 
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shall  be  appointed  upon  motion  made,  consisting  of  the  number  named  in 
the  motion;  and  the  bill  under  consideration  shall  thereupon  go  to  and 
be  considered  by  the  joint  conferees  on  the  part  of  the  House  and  Senate. 

(b)  Only  such  matters  as  are  in  difference  between  the  two  Houses  shall 
be  considered  by  the  conferees,  and  the  conference  report  shall  deal  only 
with  such  matters.    The  conference  report  shall  not  be  amended. 

(c)  Except  as  herein  set  out,  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  Congress  shall  govern  the  appointment,  conduct,  and  reports  of  the 
conferees. 

LEGISLATIVE    OFFICERS    AND    EMPLOYEES 

Rule  46.  ELECTED  OFFICERS.  The  House  shall  elect  a  Principal 
Clerk,  a  Reading  Clerk,  and  a  Sergeant-at-Arms.  The  Principal  Clerk 
shall  continue  in  office  until  another  is  elected. 

Rule  47.  ASSISTANTS  TO  PRINCIPAL  CLERK  AND  SERGEANT- 
AT-ARMS.  The  Principal  Clerk  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  may  appoint, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Speaker,  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to 
the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  various  offices.  One  or  more  of 
such  assistants  may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  from  the  Principal  Clerk's 
office  to  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  bills. 

Rule  48.  SPEAKER'S  CLERK,  CHAPLAIN,  AND  PAGES,  (a)  The 
Speaker  may  appoint  a  Clerk  to  the  Speaker,  a  Chaplain  of  the  House, 
and  he  may  also  appoint  ten  pages  to  wait  upon  the  Sessions  of  the  House; 
when  the  pressure  of  business  may  require,  the  Speaker  may  appoint  five 
additional  pages. 

(b)  When  the  House  is  not  in  session,  the  pages  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the   Principal   Clerk. 

Rule  49.  COMMITTEE  CLERKS,  (a)  The  Chairman  of  each  of  the 
following  committees  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Speaker,  appoint  a 
clerk  to  his  committee:  Agriculture;  Appropriations;  Banks  and  Banking; 
Commercial  Fisheries  and  Oyster  Industry;  Conservation  and  Development; 
Constitutional  Amendments;  Corporations;  Counties,  Cities  and  Towns; 
Courts  and  Judicial  Districts;  Education;  Elections  and  Election  Laws; 
Employment  Security;  Finance;  Health;  Higher  Education;  Insurance; 
Judiciary  No.  1;  Judiciary  No.  2;  Local  Government;  Manufacturers  and 
Labor;  Mental  Institutions;  Military  Affairs;  Penal  Institutions;  Proposi- 
tions and  Grievances;  Public  Utilities;  Public  Welfare;  Roads  and  Highway 
Safety;  Rules;  Salaries  and  Fees;  Senatorial  Districts;  State  Government; 
Veterans'  Legislation;  and  Wildlife  Resources. 

(b)  Whenever  the  Speaker  deems  it  advisable,  he  may  assign  a  clerk 
to  act  for  two  or  more  committees. 

(c)  The  leader  of  the  minority  party  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Speaker,  be  assigned  a  clerk. 

(d)  With  the  exception  of  the  clerks  appointed  to  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations,   Finance,  Judiciary  No.   1  and  Judiciary  No.   2,  the   clerks 
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of  all  the  above  named  committees,  when  not  on  duty  with  their  specific 
committees,  shall  report  to  and  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal 
Clerk  of  the  House  for  assignment  to  special  duty  with  other  committees 
and  to  serve  the  convenience  of  the  members  of  the  House. 

Rule  50.  COMPENSATION  OF  CLERKS.  No  clerk,  laborer,  or  other 
person  employed  or  appointed  under  Rules  47,  48,  and  49  hereof  shall 
receive  during  such  employment,  appointment,  or  service  any  compensation 
from  any  deaprtment  of  the  State  Government,  or  from  any  other  source, 
and  there  shall  not  be  voted,  paid  or  awarded  any  additional  pay,  bonus 
or  gratuity  to  any  of  them,  but  they  shall  receive  only  the  pay  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  such  duties  and  services. 

PRIVILEGES    OF   THE    HALL 

Rule  51.  ADMITTANCE  TO  FLOOR.  No  person  except  members, 
officers  and  employees  of  the  General  Assembly,  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
and  Superior  Courts,  state  officers  and  former  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  who  are  not  registered  under  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of 
Chapter  120  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  allowed 
on  the  floor  of  the  House  or  in  the  lobby  in  the  rear  of  the  Speaker's  desk 
during  its   session,  unless   permitted  by  the   Speaker. 

Rule  52.  ADMITTANCE  OF  PRESS.  Reporters  wishing  to  take  down 
debates  may  be  admitted  by  the  Speaker,  who  shall  assign  such  places  to 
them  on  the  floor  or  elsewhere,  to  effect  this  object,  as  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  convenience  of  the  House. 

Rule  53.  EXTENDING  COURTESIES.  No  motion  to  suspend  the  rules 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  courtesies  of  the  floor,  lobby  or  gallery 
shall  be  made  during  the  consideration  of  the  Public  Calendar,  except  upon 
motion  of  the  Speaker. 

Rule  54.  ORDER  IN  GALLERIES  AND  LOBBIES.  In  case  of  any 
disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries  or  lobby,  the  Speaker  or 
other  presiding  officer  is  empowered  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

GENERAL   RULES 

Rule  55.  ATTENDANCE  OF  MEMBERS.  No  member  or  officer  of  the 
House  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House  without  leave, 
unless  from  sickness  or  disability. 

Rule  56.  DOCUMENTS  TO  BE  SIGNED  BY  THE  SPEAKER.  All 
acts,  addresses,  and  resolutions  and  all  warrants  and  subpoenas  issued  by 
order  of  the  House  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  or  Presiding  Officer. 

Rule  57.  RULES,  RESCISSION  OR  ALTERATION.  No  standing  rule 
or  order  shall  be  rescinded  or  altered  without  one  day's  notice  given  on  the 
motion  thereof,  and  to  sustain  such  motion  two-thirds  of  the  House  shall 
be  required. 

On  motion  of  Representative  Hines,  duly  seconded,  the  House  adjourns 
and  will  meet  tomorrow  at  12  o'clock  noon.

Thou,  dear  Lord,  who  knows  all 
things,  does  know  of  his  friendship  to  others,  his  faithfulness  to  his  God, 
and  his  devotion  to  his  State  and  nation.  We  cherish  his  memory  that  we 
too  may  have  a  like  devotion  for  our  State  and  nation,  and  a  faithfulness 
to  our  God. 

Bless  his  family,  Lord.  Grace  be  with  them  now  as  they  find  their 
comfort  in  Thee  and  comfort  in  Thy  Word. 

The  Lord  is  my  shepherd;    I  shall  not  want. 

He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in  green  pastures:  he  leadeth  me  beside 
the  still  waters. 

He  restoreth  my  soul :  he  leadeth  me  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for 
his  name's  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will 
fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art  with  me;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 

Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the  presence  of  mine  enemies:

Representative  Jones,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Journal,  reports  that 
the  Journal  of  yesterday  has  been  examined,  found  correct,  and  without 
objection  the  same  stands  approved  as  written. 
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Mr.  Speaker  Hunt  announces  the  death  of  Honorable  Fleetus  L.  Gobble, 
the  senior  member  of  the  Forsyth  delegation,  as  follows: 

"At  11:45  last  night  Fleetus  Gobble  went  to  the  Great  Reward.  Shortly 
after  midnight,  I  was  called  by  one  of  the  wire  services  and  told  of  his 
passing.  I  don't  know  of  anything  that  has  ever  happened  to  me  at  the 
General  Assembly  that  has  caused  my  heart  to  be  heavier  than  it  was 
when  I  heard  of  the  passing  of  Fleetus  Gobble. 

As  a  freshman  in  1953,  I  tried  to  pick  out  people  I  thought  would  be 
my  friend  while  I  was  a  member  of  this  body,  and  I  can  tell  you  he  was 
the  first  one  that  I  recognized  as  a  friend.  He  was  kind  to  everybody  he 
knew,  whether  you  were  a  big  shot  or  an  ordinary  member  like  I  was — 
it  didn't  make  any  difference  to  him.  He  was  one  of  the  best  friends  I 
have  ever  had  in  my  life.  He  was  a  friend  all  the  time — not  just  in  fair 
weather.  He  was  a  friend  when  you  needed  him  and  when  you  didn't 
need  him,  and  I  don't  know  of  any  member  who  served  this  House  since 
I  have  been  here  that  had  more  genuine  respect  due  him  than  this  man. 

About  7:00  o'clock  this  morning  I  was  lying  in  bed  thinking  about 
Fleetus  when  I  heard  the  news.  I  called  the  Governor  and  told  him  about 
his  passing  and  I  told  him  I  thought  it  would  be  fitting  that  the  flag 
that  floats  over  this  Capitol  be  carried  at  half  mast  and  he  said  he  would 
call  immediately  and  have  this  attended  to.  As  you  came  to  the  Capitol 
this  morning,  I  am  sure  all  of  you  noticed  that  the  flag  was  at  half  mast. 

Fleetus  Gobble  built  his  own  monument.  A  lot  of  things  can  be  and 
will  be  said  in  his  behalf.  He  created  a  monument  to  himself.  Once  I 
heard  a  man  say  that  millions  of  dollars  had  been  spent  on  Bibles  and 
millions  of  dollars  had  been  spent  on  temples  to  glorify  the  name  of  Christ, 
but  the  greatest  tribute  ever  paid  Christ  was  by  St.  Paul,  when  he  said, 
"He  went  about  doing  good",  and  I  can  think  of  no  finer  tribute  to  give 
our  friend  Fleetus  than  he  went  about  doing  good  and  he  went  about 
doing  good  everywhere."

By   Representative   Drummond: 

"Mr.  Speaker,  Forsyth  County,  North  Carolina  and  the  nation  lost  a 
great  friend  in  the  passing  of  Mr.  Fleetus  L.  Gobble. 

We  who  served  with  him  perhaps  knew  him  better  than  anyone  else 
here.  He  was  a  friend  and  I  can  assure  you  that  he  loved  each  and 
every  one  of  us.  Mr.  Gobble  had  no  ambition  to  be  Governor  of  this  State, 
or  even  President  of  the  United  States.  The  epitome  of  Mr.  Gobble's 
success  was  Seat  No.  69  in  the  House  of  Representatives  and  I  think  he 
occupied  it  with  distinction,   Mr.   Speaker.    I  am  sure  that  somewhere  in 
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Heaven  there  is  a   Seat  No.  69  and  I   am  sure  he  is  looking  down  and 
saying:   "Well  done,  my  true  and  faithful  friends." 

We  loved  him  and  we  are  going  to  miss  him.  I  appreciate  all  the  nice 
things  said  this  morning  about  him.    He  was  a  friend  in  time  of  need." 

By  Representative  Wood: 

"As  a  freshman  in  the  Forsyth  delegation,  I  can't  find  the  words  to 
express  to  you  this  morning  my  feelings  at  the  loss  of  our  wonderful 
friend,  Fleetus  Gobble.  He  has  been  a  daddy  to  me  in  the  past  month  here 
in  the  General  Assembly.  I  do  not  believe  there  has  been  a  dean  of  a  dele- 
gation, (and  we  called  him  "the  Dean"),  who  could  have  possibly  been 
more  helpful  to  a  poor  freshman  in  the  situation  that  I  have  been  in  this 
month,  Mr.  Speaker.  It  is  hard  to  find  words  to  express  my  feelings  for 
Mr.  Gobble.  He  was  a  friend,  I  think,  to  every  member  of  this  Assembly. 
I  never  heard  him  speak  a  word  of  detriment  to  anyone.  I  just  can't 
say  to  you  how  sorry  I  feel  here  this  morning". 

By  Representative  Kerr: 

"For  many  years  I  have  served  with  this  friend  who  has  departed 
from  us  today. 

He  was  a  great  man,  Mr.  Speaker;  he  was  quiet  and  dignified,  he  loved 
North  Carolina,  loved  his  State  and  loved  his  people.  Many  men  have  I 
seen  here  from  those  great  counties,  but  none  were  any  greater  in  char- 
acter  and   in   intelligence   than    Fleetus    Gobble,    Mr.    Speaker. 

Many  of  my  friends  have  crossed  the  river.  I  know  where  he  is  today. 
I  cannot  say  much  more,  except  that  North  Carolina  has  lost  a  great  cit- 
izen. As  my  friend  from  Forsyth  County  said  he  didn't  seek  the  highways 
— he  was  willing  to  walk  the  path  of  the  humble.  They  are  the  men,  my 
friends,  who  control  the  world.  I  am  distressed  at  his  departure.  I  am 
deeply  touched.    God  rest  his  soul." 

By  Representative  Vogler: 

"It  was  my  happy  privilege  to  be  here  in  1941  when  Fleetus  Gobble 
came  to  this  Geneial  Assembly.  Since  that  time  I  have  served  with  him 
several  other  times.  I  know  of  no  man  who  has  served  in  this  House 
during  the  terms  that  I  have  served  that  gave  more  influence  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  by  his  calm  attitude  and  by  the  fact  that  you  knew 
what  Fleetus  Gobble  told  you  was  exactly  what  he  meant,  and  that  at 
no  time  did  he  ever  retrace  or  retract  after  he  had  made  a  statement  to 
you.  He  was  an  assistant  to  the  members  of  this  House  from  the  begin- 
ning. I  know  of  no  other  man  who  has  ever  served  during  this  time, 
save  one,  that  sat  over  in  the  corner  next  to  where  Representative  Efird 
is  sitting  now,  that  was  one  Carl  Ruddisill  of  Gaston  County  who  had 
practically  the  same  attributes  as  Fleetus  Gobble  and  that  he  voted  his 
conscience,  worked  with  his  people  and  he  only  made  one  speech  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  during  the  years  he  served  in  behalf  of  a  bill,  and 
all  of  us  who  were  interested  in  the  bill  feel  his  speech  was  the  most 
instrumental  in  passing  the  bill. 
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In  expressing  to  this  House  the  life  of  Fleetus  Gobble  in  a  short  way, 
I  know  of  no  other  thing  to  say  except,  "He  that  hath  a  thousand  friends 
has  not  a  friend  to  spare,  but  he  who  has  one  enemy  will  meet  him  every- 
where." If  Fleetus  Gobble  had  one  enemy  during  the  eight  terms  of  the 
Legislature  that  I  served  with  him,  I  have  never  found  it  out.  He  was 
a  friend  to  every  man.  The  State  has  lost  a  great  citizen  in  Fleetus  Gobble 
as  has  Forsyth  County." 

By  Representative   Satterfield: 

"The  Lord  of  the  Calm  and  the  Lord  of  the  Storm  has  taken  Fleetus 
Gobble  from  us.  I  have  heard  it  said  that  still  waters  run  deep.  On 
yesterday,  I  remember  so  well  the  last  words  I  ever  heard  him  utter: 
"The  price  of  the  composite  picture  was  $13.50."  I  am  persuaded  to  be- 
lieve as  we  stand  here  this  morning,  one  after  another,  paying  tribute  to 
our  friend  and  colleague,  Fleetus  Gobble  also  knew  the  price  of  life  and 
he  lived  that  life  and  he  paid  that  price  gracefully,  and  we  are  indebted 
for  the  life  that  he  has  lived  and  he  will  continue  to  live  with  us." 

By  Representative  Rodenbough: 

"Mr.  Gobble  was  a  neighbor  and  friend  of  mine.  I  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  serving  with  him  five  terms.  He  was  a  great  public  spirited  citizen; 
he  was  a  great  Christian  gentleman  and  an  unselfish  man." 

By   Representative   McLaughlin: 

"There  is  no  need  for  me  to  speak  this  morning  to  the  gentlemen  and 
ladies  of  the  General  Assembly,  but  I  speak  for  the  common  man  of 
North  Carolina.  I  came  here  as  a  freshman  with  Fleetus  Gobble.  He 
was  a  great  man  and  one  of  the  most  honest  and  fair  men  that  I  have 
ever  known.  He  did  a  lot  for  the  underprivileged  of  North  Carolina, 
and  I  say,  Mr.  Speaker,  to  the  gentlemen  and  ladies  of  this  House,  when 
you  get  to  the  pearly  gates  of  Heaven  and  St.  Peter  is  calling  the  roll, 
that  Fleetus  Gobble  will  be  at  his  side  and  every  member  of  this  House 
over  a  long  period  of  years,  he  will  hold  the  list  in  his  hand  and  he  will 
say,  "St.  Peter,  welcome  every  one  of  them." 

It  is  a  time,  Mr.  Speaker,  when  we  walk  with  heavy  and  unhappy 
hearts.  Tears  won't  do  any  good.  He  wouldn't  want  that.  He  would  want 
us  to  carry  on.  He  would  want  us  to  do  what  is  best  for  every  person 
in  North  Carolina  and  in  our  deliberations  in  the  future,  by  our  votes, 
however  they  may  be,  we  can  always  have  the  innate  feeling  in  our  hearts 
that  if  Fleetus  were  with  us  he  would  do  the  same  thing." 

By  Representative  Jones: 

"I  am  deeply  touched  this  morning  with  the  passing  of  our  good  friend. 
This  is  my  third  term  serving  with  Mr.  Gobble.  I  don't  think  there  is 
anyone  I  had  more  respect  for  than  Fleetus  Gobble.  I  was  with  him  the 
other  night  and  talked  with  him.  We  used  to  walk  up  and  down  the 
street  at  night  until  it  was  time  to  go  to  bed.  So  many  nice  things  have 
been  said  about  Mr.  Gobble,  I  would  just  like  to  concur  with  those  things 
already  said." 
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By  Representative  Crawford: 

"Several  days  ago  I  paid  Mr.  Gobble  a  very  high  compliment.  He  ap- 
preciated  it  very  much,  and  I   am  happy  I  didn't  wait  too  late." 

By  Representative  Henley: 

"I  cannot,  add  to  the  wonderful  tributes  that  have  already  been  made 
this  man.  We  will  certainly  all  miss  him.  I  had  the  privilege  of  coming 
here  in  1957.  To  my  right  was  the  wonderful  man  from  Forsyth.  I  shall 
always  remember  him.  His  county  will  miss  him,  his  State  will  miss  him, 
and  we  will  certainly  miss  him." 

By    Representative    Story: 

"In  1941  when  I  first  came  to  the  General  Assembly,  it  was  Fleetus  Gob- 
ble's first  session  also.  Through  these  years  I  have  come  to  know  him  quite 
well  and  always  most  favorable.  He  was  my  friend  and  I  hope  that  I  was 
his — I  have  tried  to  be.  He  wanted  to  do  favors  for  everybody." 

"Come,  my  friends. 

'Tis  not  too  late  to  seek  a  newer  world.  Push  off,  and  sitting  well  in  order 
smite  The  sounding  furrows;  for  my  purpose  holds  To  sail  beyond  the  sun- 
set, and  the  paths  of  all  the  western  stars,  until  I  die.  It  may  be  that  the 
gulfs  will  wash  us  down ;  It  may  be  we  shall  touch  the  Happy  Isles,  And 
see  the  great  Achilles,  whom  we  knew.  Tho'  much  is  taken,  much  abides; 
and  tho'  We  are  not  now  that  strength  which  in  old  days  moved  earth  and 
heaven,  that  which  we  are,  we  are — one  equal  temper  of  heroic  hearts,  made 
weak  by  time  and  fate,  but  strong  in  will  to  strive,  to  seek,  to  find,  and 
not  to  yield. 

Tennyson's  Ulysses" 

By  Representative  Jordan: 

"The  present  Session  marks  the  fifth  successive  one  I  have  been  privi- 
leged to  serve  in  this  Body  with  Fleetus  Gobble. 

As  you  can  well  see,  we  are  only  separated  by  the  aisle  and  one  row  of 
seats.  All  the  time,  Mr.  Speaker,  that  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  I  have  never  heard  any  member  of  all  the  preceding  Ses- 
sions, including  this  one,  nor  have  I  heard  anyone  anywhere  ever  say  an 
unkind  thing  about  Fleetus  Gobble.  On  the  contrary,  whenever  his  name 
was  mentioned  he  was  spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms  of  respect,  love,  and 
admiration,  and  in  my  estimation  I  know  of  no  higher  tribute  that  can  be 
paid  to  anyone." 

By  Representavive  Spruill: 

"I  know  nothing  that  I  could  say  today  that  would  add  glory  or  fame  to 
the  distinguished  gentleman  from  Forsyth. 

I  have  served  in  this  legislative  hall  here,  Mr.  Speaker,  with  a  lot  of 
men  from  the  great  County  of  Forsyth,  but  I  have  never  known  a  single 
one  of  them  that  loved  his  County,  his  State,  his  nation  any  more  than 
Fleetus  Gobble.   Fleetus  Gobble,  as  you  know,  never  spoke  ill  against  any 
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man.  The  gentleman  from  Forsyth,  the  junior  member,  was  correct  when 
he  said  Fleetus  Gobble  was  satisfied  to  serve  in  the  legislative  halls  of 
North  Carolina  in  Seat  69,  to  represent  the  county  that  he  loved  and  from 
which  he  came,  where  he  first  saw  the  light  of  day,  and  his  people  honored 
him  again  and  again  and  sent  him  to  this  body.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  can  hardly 
talk — I  loved  Fleetus  Gobble. 

I  was  a  speaker  at  a  Barbers'  Convention,  and  I  recommended  to  that 
body  that  they  send  one  of  their  people  to  represent  them  in  this  body,  and 
when  the  very  next  Legislators  arrived  here,  there  was  no  one  less  than 
that  wonderful  gentleman,  Fleetus  Gobble.  Why,  Mr.  Speaker,  Fleetus  was 
a  man  who  could  walk,  talk  and  dine  with  kings,  but  he  never  lost  the 
common  touch.  We  all  loved  him,  admired  him,  respected  him,  and  so  did 
everybody  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  I  want  to  say  in  closing,  if  there 
be  starry  crowns  in  Heaven  for  God's  children  to  wear,  then  the  star  of 
Fleetus  Gobble  will  shine  brightly  there." 

By  Representative  Woodard  of  Northampton: 

"I  rise  to  pay  tribute  to  a  great  North  Carolinian.  He  was  a  true  and 
faithful  friend  to  me  and  all  those  who  knew  him.  In  his  passing  the  State 
has  lost  an  outstanding  servant." 

By  Representative  Hicks : 

"Fleetus  Gobble  knew  the  rules  of  the  game  and  he  played  them  well, 
and  we  shall  all  miss  him  very  much.  He  was  a  very  close  personal  friend 
to  me.  He  was  certainly  a  very  great  man.  I  do  not  think  that  there  has 
ever  been  a  kinder  man  than  he." 

By  Representative  Wallace: 

"I  served  eight  sessions  with  Mr.  Gobble,  and  the  greatest  tribute  which 
I  can  pay  to  him  is  that  he  was  a  Christian  gentleman.  He  was  particularly 
interested  in  the  pages  and  pagettes  of  this  House.  Two  years  ago  my  young 
daughter  served  as  a  pagette  and  every  week  when  I  came  home  she  asked 
me  if  I  had  seen  Mr.  Gobble  and  wanted  to  know  what  he  had  said  about  her. 
In  her  bedroom  she  had  his  picture." 

By  Representative  Jackson: 

"Because  of  the  words  that  have  been  stated  by  the  able  members  of  the 
House,  and  because  of  the  atmosphere  and  appearance  in  spirit  of  this  be- 
loved gentleman,  it  seems  that  to  remember  him  could  be  composed  in  four 
words  quoted  from  a  great  hymn:  "Majestic  Sweetness  Sits  Enthroned." 

By  Representative  Woodard  of  Wilson: 

"He  was  a  great  man.  I  consider  him  one  of  my  dearest  friends.  Fleet 
operated  a  barber  school  in  the  City  of  Winston-Salem  where  he  taught 
people  their  trade.  Fleet,  for  a  number  of  years,  has  given  free  service 
of  his  school  to  the  orphanage  in  that  vicinity.  He  gave  them  free  lessons 
and  free  advice.  He  was  a  great  man." 

By  Representative  Blue : 
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"I  want  to  concur  in  the  many  kind  things  that  have  been  said  of  Mr. 
Gobble.  He  was  a  kind  man,  he  was  an  unassuming  man,  he  was  a  good 
citizen  and  he  was  an  ideal  legislator,  and  I  think  a  verse  from  the  Bible 
is  appropriate  at  this  time:  "You  have  fought  a  good  fight,  you  have  fin- 
ished the  course,  you  have  kept  the  faith." 

By  Representative  Gregory: 

"We  all  loved  Fleetus,  and  Fleetus  loved  us.  I  appreciate  the  great  ad- 
vice I  have  received  from  Mr.  Gobble.  He  loved  children  and  children  loved 
him.  Time  after  time  students  came  to  me  and  asked  about  the  white  haired 
gentleman,  and  to  tell  him  how  much  they  appreciated  him.  So  I  would 
say  that  our  loss  is  Heaven's  gain." 

By  Representative  Watkins: 

"In  the  past  three  sessions  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  with  Mr. 
Gobble.  I  deem  it  a  privilege  to  have  been  associated  with  him.  He  was  a 
man  of  sterling  character.  He  never  spoke  ill  of  anyone.  When  I  came  here 
in  1955  he  put  forth  an  extra  effort  to  help  me  as  a  freshman,  but  I  soon 
learned  that  I  was  not  the  only  one  that  he  delighted  in  helping;  he  helped 
everyone,  particularly  the  new  men,  along  with  the  older  men.  This  body 
has  lost  a  friend." 

By  Representative  Martin: 

"I  am  sure  that  I  speak  for  every  member  of  this  House  when  I  say  we 
have  lost  our  best  friend." 

By  Representative  Whitehurst: 

"He  has  always  been  my  dear  friend.  He  always  liked  to  kid  me  a  lot  as 
most  all  of  you  do.  He  was  always  kind  to  my  children,  who  served  as  page 
and  pagette.  There  is  one  thought  I  would  like  to  leave  with  the  House  as 
we  close  in  paying  tribute  to  Mr.  Gobble.  If  we  would  attempt  to  make  our 
lives  more  like  his  as  legislators  and  men,  I  think  we  would  have  a  better 
Legislature." 

By  Representative  Kiser: 

"There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  literature  when  a  great  man  by  the 
name  of  Shakespeare  in  a  certain  scene  in  an  act  in  his  writings  about 
Julius  Caesar  made  the  statement  that  the  evil  that  men  do  lives  after  them, 
but  that  the  good  they  do  is  often  interred  with  their  bones.  Those  who 
have  addressed  us  here  today  on  this  sad  occasion  have  in  their  hearts  en- 
shrined certain  attributes  of  human  fineness  and  quality  which  will  not  be 
interred  with  the  bones  of  our  deceased  friend,  Mr.  Gobble,  nor  will  they 
pass  out  of  existence  when  we  pass  on  to  the  Great  Beyond,  because  in  many 
of  you  will  live  and  be  transmitted  to  your  children  and  to  your  grand- 
children those  basic  concepts  which  Fleetus  Gobble  left  among  us.  These 
will  not  die  in  your  heart  or  mine,  nor  will  they  die  in  all  eternity. 

Mr.  Gobble  has  been  my  friend  ever  since  I  came  to  the  Legislature 
twelve  years  ago.  It  is  so  wonderful  that  we  have  had  him  with  us.  We 
should  not  be  sad  today — we  should  be  glad  that  we  have  had  the  experience 
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of  knowing  a  man  of  his  character  and  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  touch 
a  portion  of  his  garment." 

By  Representative  Thomas: 

"I  am  glad  that  my  part  is  coming  late.  I  believe  that  the  people  in  the 
Legislature  reflect  the  character  of  the  State  to  a  great  extent.  I  believe 
that  Mr.  Gobble  was  a  man  that  we  could  take  for  our  example  and  reflect 
credit  on  the  State  by  our  conduct  here." 

Mr.  Speaker  Hunt  waives  the  House  rules  in  order  that  Mrs.  Cooper, 
Principal  Clerk,  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  few  brief  remarks. 

By  Mrs.  Cooper: 

"Mr.  Gobble  was  a  great  man  in  great  ways.  Mr.  Gobble  was  also  a  great 
man  in  little  ways.  The  little,  loving,  thoughtful  ways  in  which  he  worked 
with  the  members  of  the  staff  will  always  be  remembered. 

For  eight  sessions  Mr.  Gobble  was  Chairman  of  the  Engrossed  Bills  Com- 
mittee, and  as  such  he  functioned  with  the  Engrossing  staff  and  he  signed 
all  the  bills  that  the  Engrossing  staff  prepared  as  being  properly  engrossed 
by  them,  and  he  was  beloved  by  them,  some  of  whom  are  still  with  us  to- 
day. Mr.  Gobble  was  a  gentle  man  in  so  many  ways,  gentle  in  his  thoughts 
of  his  friends.  Mr.  Gobble  was  gentle  to  all  creatures.  I  remember  in  1955 
when  he  had  his  home  in  Winston-Salem,  which  was  known  as  "Gobble's 
Retreat"  made  a  bird  sanctuary  by  special  Statute  and  I  know  that  he  pur- 
chased grain  to  be  fed  to  these  birds,  in  good  weather  and  bad.  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  staff  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  ten  sessions  that  I  have 
known  Mr.  Gobble,  on  behalf  of  myself  and  the  employees,  I  could  not  pay 
tribute  to  a  nobler  friend — a  more  gentle  man.  You  pay  your  tribute  to  him 
as  a  friend  and  Legislator,  I  pay  my  tribute  as  a  beloved  friend  and  trusted 
fellow  worker." 

Mr.  Speaker  Hunt  announces  the  following  Committee  to  attend  the

JOINT    SESSION 

Pursuant  to  the  resolution  heretofore  adopted,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  an- 
nounces the  approach  of  the  Senate  and  that  Body,  preceded  by  its  offi- 
cers, come  into  the  Hall  of  the  House  and  are  assigned  seats,  President 
Philpott  at  the  right  of  Mr.  Speaker  Hunt,  the  purpose  of  the  Joint  Session 
being  to  hear  a  special  message  on  Education  of  His  Excellency,  Governor 
Terry  Sanford. 

The  Joint  Assembly  is  called  to  order  by  President  Philpott. 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  House  and  Senate  comes  into  the  Hall  of  the 
House  acting  as  escort  to  Governor  Sanford. 

Senator  McGeachy,  for  the  Committee,  presents  Governor  Sanford  to 
President  Philpott  and  Mr.  Speaker  Hunt;  Governor  Sanford  is  then  pre- 
sented to  the  Joint  Assembly  by  President  Philpott. 

His  Excellency,  Governor  Sanford,  makes  the  following  address  to  the 
Joint  Session: 
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SPECIAL  MESSAGE 

OF 

GOVERNOR  TERRY  SANFORD 

TO  THE 

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF   NORTH    CAROLINA 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina. 

Tonight — on  this  sixth  day  of  March,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-One — 
we  must  take  a  deliberate,  penetrating  look  at  the  future. 

Tonight  we  must  begin  to  swing  wide  the  doors  to  the  future  for  our 
children,  for  beyond  the  threshold  lie  the  hopes  and  aspirations  of  not  only 
our  children  but  all  the  world's  children. 

The  last  great  hope  of  the  world  is  Democracy  as  we  know  it,  and  North 
Carolina  must  again  rally  to  the  cause;  just  as  it  has  from  Kings  Mountain 
to  the  Yalu  River. 

Today  we  do  not  take  up  the  sword.  Instead,  we  take  up  the  pen,  the  edu- 
cational pen.  We  put  the  pen  into  the  uncertain,  eager  hands  of  our  youth, 
for  we  know  they  must — and  they  will — write  the  future  history  of  North 
Carolina,  and  indeed  of  the  nation  and  the  free  world. 

Any  achievement  by  man  requires  sacrifice — and  tonight  we  must  look 
together  at  a  small  measure  of  sacrifice. 

I  do  not  come  to  you  expecting  popular  acclaim  for  what  I  have  to  say. 
I  do  come  to  do  my  duty  in  full  confidence  that  you  in  turn  will  do  your 
duty. 

When  I  presented  the  Budget  to  the  General  Assembly,  I  asked  that  you 
allow  me  to  return  to  recommend  additional  funds  to  meet  the  basic  needs 
for  school  improvement. 

I  have  explained  time  and  again  that  I  believe  the  economic,  social  and 
moral  development  of  our  state  depends  largely  on  an  expanding  program 
of  quality  education  second  to  none. 

I  have  explained  time  and  again  that  I  believe  it  is  time  that  North  Caro- 
lina provide  the  opportunities  that  will  put  this  state  in  the  front  ranks  of 
our  community  of  states. 

I  have  explained  to  you  my  reasons  for  believing  that  the  Budget  is  in- 
adequate to  achieve  the  public  education  goals  we  must  set  for  our  state. 
I  am  sure  that  it  is  generally  acknowledged  that  we  have  not  done  all  we 
can  do. 

I  come  to  you  now  with  the  most  difficult  decision  that  I  have  had  to  make 
since  assuming  the  office  of  Governor,  and,  perhaps,  the  most  difficult  of  my 
term  of  office. 
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I  come  to  you  now  with  the  most  difficult  decision  of  your  service  in  this 
session. 

It  has  not  been  difficult,  however,  to  decide  that  something  must  be  done 
about  our  schools.  This  is  obvious  to  all. 

It  has  not  been  difficult  to  concede  that  if  we  want  to  do  the  job  we  will 
have  to  pay  for  it.  This  is  admitted  by  all. 

Having  concluded  we  must  take  decisive  steps  for  school  improvement, 
and  having  concluded  we  must  have  more  money,  the  difficult  decision  is 
what  sources  will  best  distribute  equitably  the  costs  among  all  the  citizens 
of  the  state. 

I  have  examined  many  sources  and  I  have  come  to  decisions  which  I 
recommend  to  you  now  in  the  firm  belief  that  this  is  the  way  to  move  North 
Carolina  forward — the  way  to  swing  open  the  doors  to  our  children. 

I  have  considered  every  possible  source  of  taxation,  and  I  will  mention 
some  of  these  sources  which  have  been  widely  discussed. 

I  looked  carefully  at  the  tax  on  whiskey,  beer,  and  wine.  Beer  and  wine 
are  already  taxed  at  a  rate  which  appears  to  me  to  be  as  high  as  reason- 
ably consistent  with  our  regulatory  responsibilities.  I  have  studied  the  ef- 
fect of  a  recent  tax  increase  on  whiskey  in  Virginia,  which  drove  the  sale 
"to  the  woods"  and  diminished  the  total  receipts  from  this  source.  There- 
fore, I  concluded  that  to  make  the  tax  on  whiskey  too  high  would  be  self- 
defeating  and  therefore  ought  to  be  avoided.  However,  I  am  convinced  that 
to  increase  this  tax  by  an  amount  of  20'/r  of  the  present  tax  would  not  reach 
the  point  of  diminishing  returns.  Such  an  increase  from  10rA  to  12f/c  would 
bring  in  an  additional  amount  of  $3,000,000  for  the  biennium,  and  therefore 
I  recommend  this  as  one  of  our  sources. 

I  have  looked  carefully  at  the  so-called  "crown  tax"  on  soft  drinks.  It  is 
argued  with  considerable  merit  that  there  is  no  more  justification  for  a 
special  tax  on  soft  drinks  than  on  an  ice  cream  cone,  a  chocolate  soda,  a 
Baby  Ruth  or  a  package  of  potato  chips.  It  is  a  fact  that  one  cent  on  a 
bottle  would  result  in  taxing  soft  drinks  at  almost  double  the  rate  we  tax 
whiskey.  The  states  which  have  adopted  this  source  have  discovered  that 
sales  diminish  and  a  large  percentage  of  bottlers  go  out  of  business.  Thus 
the  tax  defeats  itself.  Only  two  states  now  have  such  a  tax,  and  I  am  ad- 
vised that  one  of  these  will  probably  repeal  the  tax  this  year.  It  seems  fairer 
to  me  to  tax  soft  drinks  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  as  a  part  of  the  regu- 
lar sales  tax,  and  this  is  already  being  done. 

A  great  many  people  have  said  to  me  that  we  should  tax  tobacco  products, 
and  a  great  many  people  have  said  we  should  not.  The  principal  reason 
given  for  putting  a  tax  on  cigarettes  is  that  people  who  smoke,  whether  rich 
or  poor,  can  afford  to  pay  the  tax.  Representatives  from  over  half  of  the 
counties  have  advised  me  that  they  do  not  believe  it  wise  to  put  a  special 
tax  on  tobacco.  Many  of  them  report  that  they  pledged  against  a  special 
tax  during  their  campaigns  for  election.  Many  people  will  be  surprised  to 
find  such  a  widespread  sentiment  against  this  special  tax,  and  frankly  I  do 
not  fully  understand   the  sentiment.   The  most   logical   explanation   I   have 
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heard  is  that  North  Carolina  is  the  leading  tobacco  producer  and  the  lead- 
ing manufacturer,  and  our  leaders  of  the  industry  have  the  burden  of  fight- 
ing such  taxes  in  other  states,  where,  in  many  instances,  they  have  been 
levied  in  unfair  amounts.  Consequently,  I  do  not  now  recommend  a  special 
tax,  but  recommend  that  tobacco  products  be  taxed  at  the  rate  of  three  per 
cent  along  with  other  similar  commodities,  as  is  now  the  case. 

I  have  considered  a  state  tax  on  real  estate  and  other  property.  Most 
states  put  the  greatest  burden  of  school  support  on  real  estate  taxes.  We 
departed  from  that  concept  some  years  ago,  deciding  to  leave  this  source  to 
the  limited  use  of  county  and  city  government.  Real  estate  is  more  static, 
and  in  time  of  economic  depression  has  little  or  no  earning  capacity,  so 
taxation  of  this  source  has  in  times  past  resulted  in  hardships  and  loss  of 
farms  and  other  property  by  foreclosure.  More  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  we  made  the  basic  decision  to  tax  money,  rather  than  property,  and  I 
oppose  any  change  in  this  long-accepted  approach. 

We  decided  then  to  obtain  our  chief  support  for  schools  and  state  func- 
tions from  money  earned  and  money  spent.  Thus,  the  sales  tax,  the  income 
tax,  and  the  gasoline  tax  have  been  the  basic  support  of  state  operations. 

The  income  tax  has  been  a  steady,  expanding  source  of  revenue  for  the 
state  and  has  distributed  the  burden  to  those  best  able  to  pay  as  measured 
by  income.  This  is  a  fair  and  equitable  tax,  but  already  the  state  is  receiv- 
ing substantial  revenue  from  the  income  tax,  and  the  Federal  government  is 
taxing  this  source  almost  to  the  breaking  point.  There  is  no  real  hope  of 
relief  from  federal  taxation  until  the  cold  war  is  won,  and  an  increase  by 
the  state  would,  it  must  be  admitted  by  all,  be  too  burdensome.  I  believe 
those  best  able  to  pay  should  carry  the  heaviest  burden  of  taxation,  but  even 
a  casual  glance  at  income  tax  rates  will  convince  you  that  this  is  already 
the  case.  Therefore,  I  recommend  that  we  do  not  change  our  rate  of  income 
tax. 

I  have  considered  two  possibilities  with  the  sales  tax:  an  increase  in  the 
rate  to  "&xhr/t  or  4r,v,  or  a  removal  of  exemptions. 

The  sales  tax  is  fair  in  distributing  the  costs  of  the  state  services  to  all 
who  share  in  these  benefits.  When  balanced  with  the  present  income  tax 
schedules,  it  is  about  as  fair  a  method  as  possible  for  distributing  the  costs 
because  the  more  a  man  spends,  the  more  he  pays  in  sales  tax. 

The  chief  difficulty  with  the  present  sales  tax  is  that  because  of  so  many 
assorted  exemptions,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  administer.  It  is  difficult  for 
the  small  merchant  to  know  what  he  has  collected,  what  he  should  collect, 
and  what  he  should  pay  in  to  the  state.  It  is  impossible  for  the  ordinary  con- 
sumer to  know  what  is  taxed  and  what  is  not. 

Our  statistics  and  study  show  that:  (1)  increasing  the  tax  to  ArA  on 
shoes  and  clothing  and  other  items  would  reach  approximately  the  same  peo- 
ple, in  the  same  amounts,  as  a  tax  across  the  board,  on  all  items,  without 
exemption;  and  (2)  we  now  collect  the  lowest  sales  tax  per  capita  of  all 
the  34  states  having  a  sales  tax,  probably  because  of  our  many  exemptions 
which  make  administration  and  collection   difficult. 
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Therefore,  it  is  my  recommendation  that  you  remove  all  exemptions  from 
the  sales  tax. 

I  will  submit  a  proposed  bill  which  will  place  the  tax  at  three  per  cent 
across  the  board,  except  it  will  place  only  one  per  cent  on  the  farm  and  in- 
dustrial group  of  items  and  eqquipment  used  in  production,  and  only  two  per 
cent  on  motor  vehicles  with  the  present  top  limitations.  It  will  not  tax  those 
items  such^-as  products  of  the  farm  sold  for  further  processing  and  subse- 
quent taxation,  and  gasoline  already  taxed  by  another  method. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  hardships  of  paying  on  necessary  items  by  those 
whose  income  is  so  low  that  every  penny  counts.  But  I  am  also  aware  of  the 
greater  hardship  placed  upon  the  children  of  these  same  people  by  inade- 
quate school  opportunities,  and  I  have  been  able  to  devise  no  way  that  the 
poorest  can  be  exempt  from  a  general  sales  tax.  Welfare  payments  and  the 
distribution  of  free  food  answer  this  complaint  raised  in  behalf  of  the  poor- 
est among  us,  and  the  poor  who  do  not  receive  these  payments,  I  predict, 
will  be  willing  to  do  their  share  in  order  that  we  might  have  a  strong  tax 
structure  which  will  support  the  schools  which  will  give  their  children  a 
better  chance  in  life.  A  patchwork  tax  structure,  with  special  taxes  on  spe- 
cial items,  will  not  give  us  the  kind  of  tax  structure  we  must  have  if  our 
schools  are  to  grow  as  our  population  grows. 

I  know  that  this  will  place  extra  burdens  on  many  merchants.  However, 
I  have  no  doubt  about  their  general  response.  They  are  responsible  and  civic- 
minded.  I  think  that  the  merchants  of  this  state  have  never  been  given  ade- 
quate praise  for  their  participation  in  the  support  of  the  needs  of  the  peo- 
ple of  North  Carolina.  Through  their  efforts  to  make  the  sales  tax  effective 
beginning  in  1933,  they  literally  saved  the  public  schools.  Now  again,  they 
are  called  on  to  do  their  part  in  making  our  school  system  better.  I  express 
my  thanks  for  what  they  have  already  done  for  the  State,  and  deep  appre- 
ciation for  what  they  are  yet  to  do. 

If  you  will  authorize  these  taxes  we  will  be  able  to  take  a  giant  stride  for- 
ward in  lifting  up  the  chances  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

We  will  be  able  to  adopt  the  "B"  Budget  requests  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  a  group  of  conscientious,  dedicated  and  prudent  business,  pro- 
fessional, and  civic  leaders  who  are  devoted  to  the  cause  of  education  and 
the   State  of  North   Carolina. 

There  is  no  better  informed  group  than  your  State  Board  of  Education. 
I  have  studied  all  their  requests.  They  have  carefully  balanced  all  of  the 
most  urgent  needs,  and  we  must  have  the  program  they  have  laid  before  us. 
I  recommend  it  to  you  without  reservation.  It  will  be  explained  in  detail  at 
hearings  before  the  Joint  Appropriations  Committee,  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  Department  of  Public  Instruction  representatives. 

The  recommended  changes  in  the  tax  structure  will  bring  in  an  estimated 
$83,000,000  during  the  next  biennium. 

Meeting  the  budget  requests  of  the  Board  of  Education  will  require 
$70,000,000.  This  will  leave  a  balance  of  $13,000,000. 
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All  of  us  have  been  able  to  take  great  pride  in  our  University  and  col- 
leges. We  can  demonstrate  that  they  have  contributed  much  beyond  their 
cost  to  the  life  and  growth  and  happiness  of  our  State. 

I  would  not  have  us  slow  their  progress  as  the  price  of  accelerating  our 
efforts  for  secondary  education.  Rather,  I  know  we  must  continue  to  improve 
our  colleges  if  we  are  to  continue  to  prosper  and  grow.  The  Budget  I  pre- 
sented earlier  provides  for  substantial  improvements. 

Each  president  is  presenting  to  you  requests  above  the  Advisory  Budget 
Commission  recommendations,  but  less  than  the  original  "B"  Budget  re- 
quests. I  believe  that  we  can  adjust  these  figures  to  about  $3,000,000  and 
continue  to  have  a  vital,  moving  program  of  higher  education. 

There  will  be  some  other  urgent  needs,  and  I  recommend  that  you  consider 
adding  to  the  proposed  appropriations  as  already  submitted  the  following 
increases:  mental  hospitals,  $500,000;  welfare,  including  a  wider  distribu- 
tion of  surplus  food,  $2,000,000;  other  agencies  and  institutions,  plus  a 
reasonable  margin  for  a  reserve,  $3,500,000. 

Through  the  Budget  Bureau,  I  will  consider  carefully  with  you  the  line 
items  involved  in  these  increases. 

This  will  leave  a  balance  of  $4,000,000.  I  will  later  have  a  detailed  report 
for  you  on  the  finances  of  the  State  Highway  Department,  but  I  can  tell 
you  now  that  because  of  matching  federal  funds  there  is  virtually  nothing 
left  for  secondary  road  construction.  This  ties  in  with  the  proper  consid- 
eration of  school  needs,  because  an  urgent  requirement  is  road  improve- 
ment if  we  are  to  be  able  to  move  the  school  buses.  One  superintendent  in 
an  adjoining  county  reported  more  than  forty  school  buses  stuck  in  one 
week.  I  recommend  that  this  sum  of  $4,000,000  be  applied  in  partial  support 
of  the  prison  budget,  that  an  equal  amount  be  released  to  the  highway  fund 
for  use  in  urgently  needed  secondary  road  construction. 

I  want  to  remind  the  professional  school  people  what  I  have  said  in  many 
ways  and  on  many  occasions.  I  am  asking  the  General  Assembly  to  ask  the 
people  to  provide  more  adequate  financial  support  for  the  schools,  but  I  am 
going  to  be  even  more  demanding  of  the  school  people  for  improved  per- 
formance up  and  down  the  line.  If  the  General  Assembly  and  the  people 
provide  increased  appropriations,  then  it  is  up  to  us  to  do  our  part  in  im- 
proving our  performance  in  every  other  respect.  I  propose  to  work  in  every 
field  of  school  activity  to  improve  the  level  and  standard  of  performance. 
We  will  continue  our  curriculum  study  and  improvement,  our  search  for 
methods  of  rewarding  merit  and  superior  performance,  our  efforts  to  achieve 
all  of  those  things  we  can  do  without  additional  money.  In  other  words,  I 
am  saying  that  we  realize  that  money  is  only  a  part  of  what  we  need  to 
achieve  the  quality  we  seek,  and  we  are  pledging  to  the  people  to  complete 
the  job  in  every  respect. 

I  realize  the  task  of  the  public  servant  is  never  easy  and  frequently  ex- 
tremely difficult.  I  know,  however,  that  you  are  here  because  of  an  abiding 
desire  to  serve  the  cause  of  Democracy,  and  I  know  that  your  presence  here 
involves  a  personal  financial  sacrifice  in  every  instance.

You  will  receive  some  good  advice,  some  bad  advice,  some  fair  and  some 
unfair  pressure.  I  know  that  you  realize  this  is  part  of  the  price  of  public 
service,  and  that  you  will  take  it  all,  good  and  bad,  without  complaint. 

Over  two  years  ago  at  Durham  I  outlined  my  hope  that  the  people  would 
become  so  interested  in  education  that  they  would  demand  better  schools, 
and  would  be  willing  to  support  this  effort.  I  said  then  that  I  wanted  some 
way  to  get  the  people  involved,  concerned,  excited,  and  ready  to  go  to  work 
to  achieve  quality  education. 

The  quality  we  seek  cannot  be  delivered  by  the  General  Assembly,  al- 
though only  you  can  start  the  march.  Quality  is  complex,  difficult,  constant 
in  required  attention,  and  it  will  demand  the  best  in  effort  by  school  boards, 
the  state  agencies,  the  superintendents,  the  principals,  the  teachers,  the 
parents,  the  students,  and  indeed  all  of  the  citizens  of  the  state.  And  this 
is  no  single-shot  affair.  It  will  require  attention  year  after  year.  It  is,  as 
Admiral  Rickover  points  out,  "an  essential  civic  duty  for  every  intelligent 
and  educated  person,  for  every  person  with  deep  love  of  his  country  and 
her  children,  to  participate  in  the  public  debate  on  education  .  .  .  there  is 
no  valid  reason  why  the  United  States  cannot  have  the  best  school  system 
in  the  world." 

I  would  like  to  see  every  citizen  understand  the  need  and  the  problem, 
caught  up  and  taking  part,  willing  not  only  to  supply  the  money  but  anxious 
to  supply  the  continuing  interest  without  which  our  expenditures  will  have 
been  in  vain. 

I  think  I  know  how  we  can  obtain  this  interest  and  continuing  support. 

I  recommend  that  you  enact  the  tax  revision  I  have  suggested,  that  the 
new  schedule  become  effective  July  1,  1961,  for  the  coming  biennium,  and 
that  the  proposition  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  next  fall  to  de- 
termine whether  this  tax  and  level  of  support  will  be  continued  after  July 
1,  1963. 

As  we  start  this  mighty  crusade,  the  first  and  fundamental  decision  should 
be  supported  by  all  of  the  people.  We  should  give  notice  that  every  person 
is  involved.  We  should  demonstrate  that  we  are  united,  and  that  we  will 
continue  our  dedication  until  we  lead  the  nation  in  school  opportunities  for 
our  children. 

In  this  way  you  are  not  "passing  the  buck."  We  are  simply  asking  all 
the  people  to  join  with  us. 

I  have  faith  in  the  vision  of  our  people.  If  you  will  do  this,  I  will  join 
with  you  this  fall  in  carrying  our  crusade  to  every  county  in  this  state. 

In  this  way  the  people  will  understand  what  we  are  doing,  will  partici- 
pate in  our  decisions,  and  we  in  North  Carolina  will  be  ready  to  move. 

In  reaching  the  decisions  I  have  outlined  today,  I  have  been  guided  in  my 
deliberations  by  my  trust  in  people  and  my  faith  in  the  Divine  Power  with- 
out whose  help  no  human  endeavor  can  succeed.  As  I  turn  these  decisions 
over  to  you,  I  leave  with  you  the  refrain  that  has  in  these  past  weeks  oc- 
cupied my  mind.  It  comes  from  a  well-known  hymn: 
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Grant  us  wisdom, 
Grant  us  courage, 
For  the  facing  of  this  hour. 

The  hour  is  at  hand  when  North  Carolina  can  begin  its  bold  march  for- 
ward. We  begin  this  march  in  these  halls  by  reaching  out  and  grasping  the 
hands  of  our  priceless  possession,  our  children  and  our  grandchildren. 

The  hand  we  grasp  today  is  the  strong  handclasp  to  the  future,  the  hand 
of  a  leader  in  the  world's  struggles. 

I  thank  you  for  your  attention  to  the  future  of  North  Carolina. 

After  the  Governor's  address,  on  motion  of  Senator  Crew,  the  Joint  As- 
sembly dissolves,  the  Senate  repairs  to  its  Chambers,  and  the  House  re- 
sumes consideration  of  its  business.

WHEREAS,  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  are  profoundly 
saddened  at  the  loss  of  their  beloved  friend  and  colleague,  but  are  grateful 
for  the  opportunity  of  having  known  and  worked  with  him ;   and 

WHEREAS,  throughout  his  life  he  rendered  invaluable  service  to  his 
church,  his  profession,  his  community  and  his  State;  and 

WHEREAS,   his   quiet   and    unassuming   performance   of   his    duties,   his 
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honesty,  his  humor,  his  love  of  North  Carolina  and  all  of  its  people  shall 
always  remain  an  inspiration  to  this  State;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  following  poem  typifies  the  life  of  Fleetus  Lee  Gobble 
as  though  it  were  written  about  him: 

"So  gentle  was  his  manner — so  quiet  was  his  way  That  we  took  him  just 
for  granted  until  he  went  away,  but  safe  upon  the  Plains  of  Peace  I  know 
he'd  smile  today  To  know  what  people  thought  of  him  and  hear  the  things 
they  say.  He  never  did  have  much  to  say  but  what  he  said  was  kind,  And 
what  his  duty  was  he  did  and  never  seemed  to  mind.  Come  good  or  ill  come 
gain  or  loss  he  went  his  steady  way.  He  marked  his  pathway  straight  and 
sure  and  walked  it  day  by  day.  In  any  work  for  others  if  he  suffered  pain 
or  grief  None  ever  saw  him  shaken  in  his  courage  or  belief,  And  so  he  lived 
among  us  and  so  he  went  his  way,  But  up  and  down  and  all  around  the 
people  speak  today,  And  so  dear  Lord  with  all  the  joys  he  so  deserved  to 
win,  Grant  him  the  joy  of  knowing  just  what  we  people  thought  of  him.

THIRTY-EIGHTH  DAY 

House  of  Representatives

The  House  meets  pursuant  to  adjournment  and  is  called  to  order  by 
Mr.   Speaker  Hunt. 

Prayer  is  offered  by  the   Reverend   Alphonso  Jordan,   House   Chaplain. 

Representative  Jones,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Journal,  reports  that 
the  Journal  of  yesterday  has  been  examined,  found  correct,  and  without 
objection  the  same  stands  approved  as   written. 

On  motion  of  Representative  Wilson  and  pursuant  to  House  Resolution 
heretofore  adopted,  the  Honorable  Ted  C.  Connell,  Commander-in-Chief  of 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States,  comes  to  the  dais 
escorted  by  Representatives  Wilson,  Delamar,  Arledge  and  Ferrell  and 
makes  the  following  remarks: 
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"One  of  the  experiences  I  have  enjoyed  most  since  being  elected  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  has  been  the  oppor- 
tunity to  appear  before  many  groups  and  organizations  in  our  great  coun- 
try. Not  only  do  I  consider  it  a  high  honor  and  privilege,  but  also  an  op- 
portunity to  tell  the  real  story  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars. 

Naturally,  being  an  organization  composed  of  one  million  three  hundred 
thousand  overseas  veterans,  the  V.  F.  W.  is  primarily  interested  in  the 
rehabilitation  of  former  comrades  in  arms.  In  addition  to  our  own  mem- 
bers, we  do  all  we  can  to  assist  all  veterans  and  see  that  they  receive  just 
compensation  for  disabilities  incurred  in  service  to  their  country — whether 
they  belong  to  the  V.  F.  W.  or  not — and  to  provide  for  the  widow  and  or- 
phans of  all  men  who  fought  for  America.  To  carry  out  this  work  we  main- 
tain legislative  and  rehabilitation  offices  in  Washington  and  branch  re- 
habilitation offices  in  all  of  the  50  States.  These  are  at  the  service  of  all 
American   veterans. 

Because  all  of  our  members  have  served  overseas,  we  know  at  first  hand 
the  horrors  of  war  and  want  to  do  everything  possible  to  attain  a  just 
peace.  We  realize  that  peace  depends  ultimately  not  on  the  United  Na- 
tions, which  we  support — not  on  universal  disarmament  which  we  would 
like  to  see — nor  wholly  on  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

True  peace  depends  on  justice — and  justice — is  based  on  morality.  We 
do  not  have  peace  in  the  world  today  because  one  of  the  most  powerful 
nations  on  earth  rejects  all  moral  standards.  It  says  the  only  morality  is 
the  yardstick  of  what  advances  the  cause  of  world  communist  revolution. 

Freedom  is  the  hallmark  of  the  American  way  of  life — and  the  opposite 
of  life  under  Communism.  I  mean  freedom  to  do  good  by  words  and  actions, 
not  freedom  to  destroy  what  is  good.  That  is  the  abuse  and  corruption  of 
freedom  which  the  Communists  practice. 

When  I  speak  of  freedom  to  do  good,  I  think  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  community  service  projects  carried  out  each  year  by  V.  F.  W  posts  and 
auxiliaries.  The  projects  include  hundreds  of  different  types  of  activities. 
They  range  from  sponsorship  of  Boy  Scout  troops  and  the  donation  of 
equipment  to  hospitals,  fire  and  police  departments,  to  cooperation  with 
churches  and  schools.  One  state  recently  raised  $400,000  for  a  cancer  re- 
search institute. 

On  the  national  level  just  six  weeks  ago  I  was  extremely  proud  when 
the  National  Council  of  Administration  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars 
meeting  in  Washington,  D.  C,  voted  to  actively  support  a  University  of 
the  Americas. 

In  its  early  stages  this  university  would  be  staffed  by  former  instructors 
from  the  University  of  Havana.  More  than  75%  of  these  instructors  are 
now  refugees  from  their  own  country  and  living  in  the  United  States.  It 
is  our  hope  that  the  first  students  at  this  proposed  university  will  be  from 
among  the  more  than  60,000  Cuban  refugees  now  in  this  country.  I  am 
confident  that  sooner  or  later  the  Cuban  crisis  will  pass  and  then  the 
University  of  the  Americas  could  be  devoted  to  instructing  students  from 
all  of  Latin   America. 
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As  this  new  project  begins  to  take  shape  I  feel  certain  that  the  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars  will  always  be  proud  that  it  was  the  first  organization 
to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  this  worthy  cause. 

I  would  not  be  completely  candid  with  you  if  I  did  not  confess  that,  like 
many  Americans,  I  am  disturbed  by  the  signs  of  weakened  patriotism  of 
significant  numbers  of  our  fellow  citizens.  Too  many  Americans  don't  bother 
to  vote,  too  'many  Americans  are  willing  to  trade  in  hard  won  freedom 
and  independence — our  sovereignty  for  a  world  government  or  Atlantic 
Union.  Too  many  are  somewhat  ashamed  of  proclaiming  their  love  of 
country — because  they  may  be  referred  to  as  "flag  wavers."  Too  many  are 
fearful  of  protecting  communist  mass  murder  and  enslavement  abroad 
and  its  treasons  here  at  home,  lest  they  be  referred  to  as  "red  baiters" 
or  perhaps  "Fascists". 

What  is  wrong  with  waving  this  country's  flag — a  thing  which  great 
and  honorable  men  have  done  throughout  history?  Why  should  we  be 
ashamed  or  afraid  to  speak  up  against  communism,  which  would  destroy 
everything  that  all  decent  people  in  every  corner  of  the  globe  believe  in? 

Can  you  and  I  believe  in  freedom  if  we  remain  silent  when  freedom  is 
destroyed? 

I  have  been  greatly  disturbed  in  recent  weeks  by  statements  made  by 
the  British  foreign  minister.  He  had  indicated  that  the  United  States  and 
others  in  the  free  world  should  face  up  to  the  facts  of  international  life 
and  recognize  Red  China.  This  is  one  of  the  most  disgusting  statements 
of  appeasement  that  I   have   read  in   a  long  time. 

I  say  to  you  that  in  facing  up  to  the  international  facts  of  life  by  recog- 
nizing Red  China,  we  would  be,  in  fact,  facing  up  to  international  black- 
mail— yes,  even  international  death.  Red  China  has  never  yet  lived  up  to 
an  international  agreement  and  I  see  no  reason  why  we  should  believe 
that  she  will  do  so  now.  The  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  doesn't  like  doing 
business  with  international  gangsters  and  that  is  exactly  what  we  will  be 
doing  if  we  fail  to  fight  the  admission  of  Red  China  into  the  United 
Nations. 

We  need  a  powerful  Armed  Forces  to  remain  free.  Yes,  but  that  is  not 
enough  and  will  fail  to  keep  us  free  if  we  ourselves,  each  and  every  one  of 
us,  are  not  wholly  dedicated  to  our  country  and  its  ideals  of  freedom.  In 
the  final  analysis,  oiu'  real  security  lies  not  in  our  Armed  Forces  or  our 
material  might,  but  with  ourselves,  in  our  patriotism,  in  our  love  for  our 
country  and  our  unqualified  devotion  to  what  it  stands  for.  The  United 
States,  more  than  any  other  nation  or  political  organization  on  the  face 
of  the  earth,   is  worthy  of  such   devotion. 

I  urge  all  of  you,  and  I  urge  all  Americans  to  rededicate  themselves  to 
what  the  V.  F.  W.  believes  today  is  the  most  vital  of  all  its  objectives,  the 
fostering  of  a  renewed  spirit  of  patriotism  within  our  own  people.  Love 
of  America  is  love  of  the  highest  and  noblest  ideals.  It  is  our — and  the 
whole  world's  best  guarantee  that  peace  and  justice  will  be  restored  to 
the  earth."

Special  Session  of  1956.  Mr.  Burleson  was  a  member  of  the  Bakersville

WHEREAS,  Jeter  C.  Burleson,  throughout  his  long  and  fruitful  life 
was  of  great  and  lasting  service  to  the  people  of  his  community  and  his 
State;  and 

WHEREAS,  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly  deeply  and  sincerely 
feels  that,  in  the  passing  of  Jeter  C.  Burleson,  there  has  been  a  great  and

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A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  HONORING  THE  MEMORY  OF  DOCTOR 
JOHN  MAHLON  PHELPS,  FORMER  MEMBER  OF  THE  HOUSE 
OF   REPRESENTATIVES    FROM   WASHINGTON    COUNTY. 

WHEREAS,  on  the  26th  day  of  March,  1961,  Dr.  John  Mahlon  Phelps 
died  unexpectedly  at  his  home  in  Creswell,  North  Carolina,  thus  ending  a 
life  of  distinguished  service  to  the  eastern  counties  of  North  Carolina  and 
to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  as  a  whole :   and 

WHEREAS,  John  Mahlon  Phelps,  a  democrat  and  a  Representative  from 
Washington  County  in  1955,  1957,  1959,  and  the  1961  Sessions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  was  born  in  Plymouth,  North  Carolina,  August  8,  1906. 
Dr.  Phelps  attended  Creswell  High  School,  Virginia  Episcopal  School, 
Lynchburg,  Virginia,  and  was  graduated  from  Wake  Forest  College  in 
1928.  While  at  Wake  Forest  College,  he  was  an  outstanding  football  and 
baseball  player.  He  received  his  medical  education  at  Jefferson  Medical 
College  and  his  M.  D.  degree  in  1932:  and 

WHEREAS.  Dr.  Phelps  served  as  a  Captain  in  the  Medical  Corps  from 
1942  to  1944,  and  was  also  active  in  Church  and  civic  affairs:  NOW, 
THEREFORE,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring: 

Section  1.  In  the  death  of  Dr.  John  Mahlon  Phelps,  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  has  lost  a  distinguished  and  devoted  public  servant  and  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly  pauses  and  gives  honor  to  his  character  and  achievements 
as  a  former  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  as  a  great 
surgeon. 

Sec.  2.  A  copy  of  this  resolution  shall  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  a  copy  shall  be  sent  to  the  family  of 
Dr.  Phelps.

Mr.  Speaker  Hunt  recognizes  the  following  members  who  pay  tribute 
to  Dr.  Phelps : 

The   Representative  from  Bertie,  Mr.   Spruill: 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  House.  Mr.  Speaker,  my 
neighbors  and  friends,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  this  House.  Yesterday 
morning  when  I  walked  out  on  my  porch  and  picked  up  my  paper  and  saw 
the  handsome  face  of  my  friend  and  colleague,  a  member  of  this  House  .  .  . 
the  first  thought  that  entered  my  mind,  as  I  didn't  have  my  glasses  on,  was 
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that  the  Governor  had  appointed  him  road  commissioner  of  my  district.  But 
after  getting  in  and  sitting  down  and  beginning  to  read,  I  saw  that  he  had 
passed  on  to  the  Great  Beyond.  And  we  are  gathered  here  tonight  to  pay 
our  last  respects  to  a  man  who  was  a  member  of  this  House  for  three  ses- 
sions. Nature  formed  but  one,  and  broke  the  die  in  the  molding.  The  whole 
world  is  always  looking  for  a  man  who  loves  every  other  man  better  than 
he  does  a  dollar.  Thank  God  there  are  such  men.  And  out  of  the  agony, 
and  sickness  and  poverty  and  distress  in  Washington  County,  we  found 
such  a  man.  Dr.  Phelps  made  the  great  county  of  Washington  what  it  is. 
His  heart  throbbed  with  love  and  sympathy  to  the  very  end.  He  loved  his 
people  ...  he  was  one  of  them.  He  was  no  better  .  .  .  and  no  worse  .  .  . 
just  wiser.  I  can't  compare  Dr.  Phelps  with  Caesar,  Napoleon  or  Wash- 
ington. I  cannot  place  him  at  the  side  of  Webster,  Clay  or  Calhoun.  I  do 
not  measure  him  with  Chatham  or  Gladstone.  He  was  not  a  philosopher  like 
Franklin.  He  was  not  an  orator  like  Bryan,  but  placed  in  any  company 
of  English  or  American  statesmen,  he  would  have  taken  high  rank.  He 
had  not  the  wisdom  and  virtue  of  a  Macon.  He  was  not  like  Graham,  a 
model  of  dignity  and  learning.  He  had  not  the  superb  speech  and  grand 
passion  of  Mangum.  He  did  not  have  the  logic  of  Gregg,  but  in  all  endow- 
ments, qualities,  faculties,  and  attainments  that  make  up  the  real  states- 
man, he  was  the  equal  of  either.  No  man  among  the  living  or  the  dead 
has  ever  so  possessed  or  held  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  Washington 
County.  In  their  confidence,  their  affection,  their  devotion  and  their  grat- 
itude, he  stood  unapproachable  .  .  .  without  a  peer.  When  he  spoke  to  them 
they  listened  to  him  with  faith,  admiration,  rapture  and  joy.  His  name 
was  ever  upon  their  lips.  His  pictures  were  in  almost  every  household  in 
his  county.  Their  children  by  hundreds  bear  his  beloved  name.  His  words 
of  kindness  and  wisdom  were  repeated  by  every  tongue  in  his  entire  coun- 
ty. What  Tell  was  to  Switzerland,  what  Bruce  was  to  Scotland,  what  Wil- 
liam of  Orange  was  to  Holland,  and  I  would  almost  say  what  Moses  was 
to  Israel,  Doc  Phelps  was  to  Washington  County,  and  we  here  tonight  are 
all  saddened  at  the  passing  of  this  great  man.  And  there  will  be  many  of 
us  who  go  down  to  see  him  put  in  his  last  resting  place.  I  knew  his  grand- 
father and  his  father  and  the  entire  family.  They  were  neighbors  and 
friends  of  mine.  In  fact,  his  granddaddy  Walker  was  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing men  in  that  part  of  the  county,  and  a  handsomer  man  I've  never 
seen  than  his  distinguished  father.  And  his  mother  and  his  sisters  and  all 
of  his  family  .  .  .  we  extend  to  them  tonight  our  sincere  heart  full  of  kind- 
ness and  sympathy  for  those  people.  I  thank  you. 

The  Representative  from  Iredell,  Mr.   McLaughlin: 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, I  share  your  sadness  with  you  on  this  sad  occasion.  Our  dear  friend 
and  colleague,  Doctor  Phelps,  he  moved  among  us  quietly  and  in  his  un- 
obtrusive manner  and  way,  but  he  was  always  loyal  to  his  fellow  man,  he 
was  always  working  to  the  best  interests  of  his  county,  he  was  a  loyal 
Representative  of  Washington  County.  He  reflected  great  credit  upon  the 
great  political  party  of  his  faith.  He  rendered  great  service  to  the  people 
of  North  Carolina.  But  I  know  the  people  of  Washington  County  and  the 
many  people  there  that  he  administered  unto  who  were  sick  and  ailing 
mourn  with  us  on  this  occasion.  His  charity,  his  kindness  and  his  love  for 
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all  of  his  fellow  men,  I  know  goes  with  him  to  the  Great  Beyond.  He  was 
a  great  lover  of  Wake  Forest  College  ...  a  great  athlete  .  .  .  which  hap- 
pens to  be  the  school  which  I  attended.  We  loved  Dr.  Phelps  at  Wake  Forest. 
We  shall  never  forget  his  exploits  on  the  athletic  fields  there,  and  most  of 
all,  we  will  never  forget  him  for  his  fine  service  to  his  county,  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  to  the  great  State  of  North  Carolina.  Thank  you,  Mr. 
Speaker. 

The  Representative  from  Orange,  Mr.  Umstead: 

Mr.  Speaker,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  Assembly.  Nothing  I  can  say 
will  add  to  what  has  so  aptly  been  said  by  the  gentleman  from  Iredell  and 
the  gentleman  from  Bertie.  But  I'd  just  like  to  say  this.  Down  through 
the  years  I've  served  with  many  people,  and  in  my  book,  North  Carolina 
has  lost  a  great  legislator,  and  the  County  of  Washington  has  lost  its  No. 
1  citizen.  Wake  Forest  College  has  lost  a  devoted  alumnus,  and  we,  as  mem- 
bers of  this  General  Assembly,  have  lost  a  very  dear  friend. 

The  Representative  from  Warren,  Mr.  Kerr: 

Mr.  Speaker,  fellow  members  of  the  House.  Within  less  than  two  months 
we  have  had  brought  to  our  attention  the  truism  that  "in  the  midst  of  life 
we  are  in  death."  Just  before  he  had  reached  the  noontide  of  manhood,  our 
beloved  friend  fell  upon  that  sleep  which  kisses  his  eyelids  closed.  I  knew 
Dr.  Phelps  well  and  intimately.  I  never  heard  him  criticize  anyone.  I  never 
heard  him  say  an  unkind  word  about  anyone.  There  have  flowed,  Mr. 
Speaker,  throughout  the  veins  of  his  nature  an  abundance  of  the  milk  of 
human  kindness.  I  never  saw  him  meet  anyone,  except  with  a  smile  upon 
his  face.  And  when  I  took  leave  of  him  last  Friday,  little  did  I  think  I 
would  see  him  no  more  here.  Now  I  realize  "in  the  midst  of  life,  we  are  in 
death."  I  shall  not  elucidate  upon  the  value  of  this  man's  services  to  his 
county  and  his  state.  They  have  been  aptly  described  by  men  who  have 
preceded  me  and  are  far  better  equipped  and  more  able  to  describe  them. 
He  was  indeed,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  fellow  members,  the  great  physician. 
He  walked  in  the  footsteps  of  his  Maker.  He  bore  in  his  heart  nothing 
but  love  for  his  fellow  man.  If  all  those  to  whom  he  extended  some  act  of 
loving  kindness  could  tonight  place  a  blossom  upon  his  bier,  he  would 
sleep  under  a  wilderness  of  flowers.  There  was  .  .  .  there  is  ...  no  nobler, 
manlier  man  than  Dr.  Phelps.  We  know  that  of  him  which  was  physical 
tonight  sleeps  in  the  tongueless  silence  of  the  dreamless  dusk  with  yes- 
terday's seven  thousand  years.  But  we  also  know,  Mr.  Speaker,  that  that 
part  of  him  which  belongs  to  his  Maker,  his  soul,  dwells  tonight  and 
eternally,  happily,  with  his  Maker  in  the  tents  of  Israel.  Thank  you. 

The    Representative   from    Northampton,    Mr.    Woodard: 

Mr.  Speaker  and  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  this  House.  We  come  here  this 
evening  to  pay  tribute  to  a  great  person.  I  have  known  "Phoebie",  (or 
"Doc"  to  us)  for  the  past  35  years.  We  were  students  together  at  Wake 
Forest  College  many  years  ago.  He  was  a  great  athlete.  He  played  foot- 
ball well.  He  played  baseball.  I  was  student  manager  of  the  baseball  team 
at  Wake  P'orest  College  when  Dr.  Phelps  was  playing.  He  played  the  game 
hard  ...  he  played  the  game  well,  and  he  played  it  clean.  This  is  the  game 
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he  has  always  played  since  I've  known  him.  He  also  was  a  very  humble 
physician  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  his  home  county.  The  county  of 
Washington  lost  an  outstanding  citizen,  and  the  State  a  very  devoted  ser- 
vant. He  was  an  outstanding  North  Carolinian  and  I  cannot,  at  this  time, 
explain  to  this  House  the  love  and  admiration  I  had  for  Doc.  Thank  you. 

The   Representative  from   Buncombe,   Mr.  Jordan: 

Mr.  Speaker,  members  of  the  House.  Someone  has  said,  and  I  think  most 
aptly  so,  that  the  uncertainties  of  life  outweigh  and  outnumber  the  cer- 
tainties of  our  existence,  and  in  this  particular  instance  as  affects  myself, 
I  think  it  is  brought  aptly  home.  On  last  Friday,  in  a  conversation  with 
Dr.  Phelps,  he  asked  me  if  I  knew  a  certain  individual  in  my  town  with 
whom  he  had  played  football  many  years  ago  at  Wake  Forest  College,  and 
I  said  "Why  of  course,  Doctor,  I've  known  him  all  my  life."  So  he  gave  me 
a  message  to  take  back.  I  made  it  a  point  last  Saturday  to  contact  this  in- 
dividual who  was  an  outstanding  football  performer  at  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege and  later  was  a  football  coach  of  considerable  prominence  in  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  and  I  delivered  the  message  from  Dr.  Phelps  and  I 
received  one  to  bring  back  and  deliver  to  him.  Yesterday  morning  I  realized 
that  the  uncertainties  of  life  have  prevailed  over  the  certainties.  I  never 
knew  Dr.  Phelps  until  I  came  to  this  General  Assembly,  or  may  I  say 
when  he  came,  because  he  came  first  in  1955,  and  I  came  in  '53.  Coming  from 
the  far  end  of  the  State,  I  soon  recognized  his  many  admirable  qualities. 
And  then  I  began  to  inquire  from  those  in  his  neighborhood  and  who  have 
known  him  intimately,  and  the  composite  picture  I  received  was  painted 
from  the  same  brush.  He  was  a  kindly  man,  unassuming,  loyal  to  his  friends, 
to  his  constituents.  But  above  all,  I  was  told,  that  he  epitomized  to  the 
highest  degree  the  ethics  of  a  medical  practitioner.  .  .  And  that  he  was 
one  of  the  outstanding  surgeons  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  And  I 
know,  Mr.  Speaker  and  members  of  this  House,  that  tonight  he  looks  down 
upon  us  and  says  "Carry  on." 

The  Representative  from  Brunswick,  Mr.   Frink: 

Mr.  Speaker,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly.  I  didn't 
know  I  was  going  to  be  called  upon  to  say  anything,  but  I  can  say  that  my 
heart  is  full  of  sorrow.  In  1959  I  first  knew  Dr.  Phelps  when  I  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate  across  the  hall.  I  had  occasions  to  discuss  with  him  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  best  interests  of  eastern  North  Carolina.  There  he 
made  a  few  promises  to  me.  Those  promises  he  fulfilled  at  all  times.  I 
learned  to  love  him  and  know  him,  and  his  word  was  always  law  and  gospel, 
as  far  as  I  was  concerned.  He  sat  next  to  me — one  seat  between — tonight 
that  seat  is  vacant.  My  heart  is  full.  There's  not  much  I  can  say,  except 
God  bless  him  and  love  him. 

The   Representative   from   Lenoir,   Dr.   Davis: 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  House,  I'm  twice  saddened 
tonight.  Saddened  because  of  the  loss  of  my  contemporary  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  because  of  the  loss  in  the  great  profession  of  medicine.  When  I 
first  came  here  as  a  freshman  and  found  Dr.  Phelps  was  here,  I  immediately 
found  a  sustaining  friend,  and  a  great  warmth  and  friendliness  and  ability. 
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It  has  been  less  than  ten  days  when  I  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  his  wife, 
his  son  and  his  daughter-in-law,  and  to  share  for  a  few  minutes  the  in- 
timacy and  warmth  of  that  family  circle.  He  was  indeed  proud  of  his  family. 
He  loved  his  family  .  .  .  and  he  had  great  hopes  for  his  family.  He  told 
me  this  standing  downstairs  in  the  rotunda  of  this  great  building,  that  he 
indeed  was  a  man  whose  life  was  filled  with  the  joys  of  many  blessings.  I 
do  not  believe  that  Dr.  Phelps  was  ready  to  go,  but  I  do  not  believe  that 
he  was  afraid  to  go.  I  think  he  had  lived  a  life  that  prepared  him  to  go  .  .  . 
a  life  of  service  to  humans  who  suffered  ...  a  life  of  service  to  humans 
who  hope.  He  gave  people  hope.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend 
to  his  wife  and  her  children  the  deepest  sympathy  of  this  great  Body.  I 
talked  to  them  this  afternoon  about  three  o'clock  and  they  were  the  most 
poised,  composed  people  to  whom  I've  ever  talked.  They,  too,  were  suffering 
a  great  loss,  but  they  were  counting  the  blessings  which  they  had  shared. 

The  Representative  from  Craven,  Mr.  Whitehurst: 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  House.  I  have  had  the  priv- 
ilege of  serving  with  Dr.  Phelps  ever  since  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Legislature.  I  wonder  how  many  of  us  have  ever  stopped  to  think  about 
Dr.  Phelps'  very  close  personal  friends.  He  didn't  pick  them  only  from  the 
East,  or  from  the  Piedmont,  or  from  the  West,  but  from  all  over  North 
Carolina.  Only  this  morning  when  I  learned  of  his  untimely  death,  I  ran 
into  a  very  fine  gentleman  from  my  home  county  of  Craven,  a  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  who  spoke  so  very  highly  of  Dr.  Phelps.  He  knew  him 
at  Wake  Forest  College.  He  called  him  "Jack".  I  don't  think  I've  ever  heard 
Dr.  Phelps,  who  I  called  "Phoebie",  called  "Jack"  before  .  .  .  but  he  said 
he  knew  him  at  Wake  Forest  College  as  Jack  Phelps  .  .  .  that  he  was  a  fine 
man  then,  he  had  followed  him  throughout  his  life,  his  legislative  career  .  .  . 
and  he  was  saddened,  as  we  are  tonight,  at  his  death.  I  will  say  this,  Mr. 
Speaker,  there  have  been  very  many  fine  things  said — and  we  here  in  this 
Body,  as  we  proceed  with  the  work  of  this  Session  of  the  Legislature — if 
something  of  Dr.  Phelps,  of  his  ability  and  his  nature,  his  kindness,  will 
rub  off  on  us,  I  think  we  will  do  a  better  job  .  .  .  we  will  make  less 
enemies  .  .  .  we  will  lose  our  tempers  probably  never  .  .  .  we  will  vote  our 
own  honest  convictions  .  .  .  and  we  will  go  home  feeling  we  have  done  a 
good  job.  "Phoebie"  Phelps  was  a  grand  man,  a  fine  servant  of  North 
Carolina  and  I  extend  to  his  family  my  deepest  sympathy,  and  the  sym- 
pathy, I  am  sure,  for  this  entire   Body.   Thank  you,  Mr.   Speaker. 

The  Representative  from  Scotland,  Mr.  Kiser: 

Mr.  Speaker,  fellow  members  of  this  House  of  Representatives — I  served 
three  years  in  the  General  Assembly  when  Dr.  Phelps  arrived  here  some 
three  years  ago.  He  didn't  make  an  immediate  impression  upon  me  ...  he 
didn't  seek  to  go  about  trying  to  let  everybody  know  he  had  arrived  on 
the  scene.  But  in  his  calm  and  serene  manner  he  penetrated  deeply  into 
my  thinking  of  how  a  gentleman  ought  to  behave  himself.  Those  of  you 
who  have  served  with  him,  even  during  this  short  time,  have  learned  to 
know  that  he  was  a  man  of  depth  and  of  understanding  and  of  conscientious 
convictions.  He  wasn't  ever,  on  any  occasion,  a  person  who  pushed  himself 
to  the  front  with  the  idea  of  helping  John  Phelps.  He  was  concerned  about 
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humanity  in  its  entirety.  The  very  fact  that  as  a  youth,  he  embarked  upon 
a  program  of  humanitarian  service  while  at  Wake  Forest  College  is  an 
indication  that  he  chose  to  serve  humanity  and  to  bring  about  relief  to 
suffering  humanity.  To  spend  all  those  years  in  medical  school,  and  then 
to  go  out  day  and  night  on  any  occasion — to  render  human  service  is  the 
highest  recommendation  of  the  character  of  a  man.  It  is  said  that  when 
Jesus  walked  the  face  of  this  earth,  that  He  went  about,  doing  good.  When 
you  and  I  pass  on  to  the  Great  Beyond,  and  when  our  epitaph  has  been 
written,  if  it  says  we  loved  mankind  and  served  Him,  we  shall  not  be  want- 
ing, in  the  eyes  of  the  Master.  It  is  for  you  and  me  and  for  all  of  us  who 
knew  the  impact  of  his  personality  and  the  fineness  of  his  spirit  to  take 
courage,  that  we,  too,  may  take  on  some  of  those  qualities  which  the  Master 
implanted  into  the  heart  and  the  being  of  our  friend  who  is  not  with  us 
tonight.  So  let  us  take  courage  from  the  life  that  we  have  observed.  Let 
us  go  forward  to  do  those  things  which  we  saw  in  him  which  so  exemplify 
the  life  of  the  Master  whom  he  served.  Thank  you. 

The  Representative  from  Mecklenburg,  Mr.  Vogler: 

Mr.  Speaker,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  House — -There  have  been  fine 
things  said  about  our  friend,  Dr.  John  Phelps.  Every  one  of  the  things 
that  have  been  said  have  been  warranted.  Dr.  Phelps  warranted  every  one. 
I  was  with  him  when  he  served  his  first  term.  He  was  drawn  just  a  little 
closer  to  me  like  he  has  been  to  the  people  in  Washington  County,  and  as 
my  grandson  lay  sick  in  my  hotel  room  and  my  wife  and  I  were  afraid 
because  his  temperature  had  gone  up  to  105.  Dr.  Phelps  came  up  and  sat 
with  him  until  he  got  better,  and  he  was  one  of  our  pages  who  just  left 
Friday.  Dr.  Phelps  was  a  friend  to  us,  he  was  a  friend  to  man,  and  the 
State  and  County  of  Washing-ton  have  lost  a  great  man  .  .  .  and  he  always 
radiated  friendship  whenever  he  was  with  any  of  us. 

The  Representative  from   Dare,  Mr.   Fearing: 

Mr.  Speaker,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  House,  visitors — The  first  time 
I  saw  Dr.  Phelps,  to  know  him,  was  at  the  dedication  of  the  Umstead 
Memorial  Bridge  in  Dare  County,  and  at  that  time  Highway  Patrolman  Ser- 
geant Logan  Lane  was  stricken  with  a  heart  attack,  and  I  always  remember 
the  tender  care  that  he  gave  Sergeant  Lane,  and  the  competence  of  his  pro- 
fession as  he  administered  to  him.  Today  when  I  came  through  Columbia 
and  Creswell  the  silence  that  prevailed  was  very  stunning.  When  we  stopped 
over  in  Columbia  and  went  in  the  funeral  home,  there  was  an  old  gentle- 
man coming  out,  a  very  old  man  walking  with  a  cane.  He  had  his  head 
bowed  and  when  I  met  him  at  the  door  he  was  talking  to  himself,  more  or 
less,  but  he  looked  up  at  me  and  he  said,  "He  was  a  fine  man,  he  was  a 
good  man."  And  passing  through  those  two  towns  of  Columbia  and  Cres- 
well, where  Dr.  Phelps  was  so  well  known,  it  was  very  apparent  that  every 
one  in  that  area  felt  the  same  way  about  him.  The  State  of  North  Carolina 
has  lost  a  very  fine  citizen.  Our  Eastern  section  of  North  Carolina  has  lost 
a  fine  citizen.  His  family  will  certainly  have  some  comfort  in  the  fine  heri- 
tage that  he's  leaving  to  them. 

The  Representative  from  Lincoln,  Mr.   Leatherman: 

Mr.  Speaker,  members  of  the  House — I  speak  as  a  freshman  to  this  Body, 
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and  I  believe  that  I  speak  for  all  the  freshmen  here.  I  believe  that  we 
freshmen  have  been  here  long  enough  to  create  a  lasting  friendship,  and 
at  the  same  time  I  believe  that  we  have  been  here  long  enough  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  friend.  I  think  back  to  yesterday  as  I  sat  in  my  home  church, 
I  heard  our  pastor  say  that  each  second,  each  minute,  each  hour,  each  day, 
brings  us  closer  to  the  day  of  departure.  I  look  back  tonight,  and  think 
back  of  yesterday,  when  I  heard  those  words,  and  as  I  look  back  to  the  seat 
formerly  occupied  by  our  friend,  I  find  those  seconds,  those  minutes,  those 
hours,  those  days,  have  a  greater  meaning.  I  believe  that  Dr.  Phelps  lived 
every  second,  because  he  was  truly  a  leader  in  this  Body.  From  the  in- 
formation that  I  have  gathered  I  believe  that  he  was  a  leader  in  his  pro- 
fession. We  freshmen  will  certainly  join  with  you  all  in  the  morning  of 
the  loss  of  this  friend  that  we've  made  in  this  Body. 

The  Representative  from  Nash,  Mr.  Barbee: 

Mr.  Speaker,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  House — I  have  served  with 
Dr.  Phelps  for  just  a  few  short  weeks,  but  as  another  member  said  I  have 
known  him  for  a  little  over  thirty-five  years.  When  I  was  just  a  young  boy, 
and  Dr.  Phelps,  or  "Phoebie"  Phelps,  was  at  Wake  Forest  College,  playing 
on  the  baseball  team,  he  used  to  come  to  my  home  town  and  play  in  some- 
thing like  Class  C  or  Class  D  baseball  in  the  summer  time.  And,  I  was  just  a 
little  boy  around  the  baseball  park,  and  running  up  foul  balls  and  bringing 
them  back,  he  was  a  catcher  on  the  team,  and  I  would  say  that  he  was 
probably  one  of  my  first  heroes.  I  didn't  see  Dr.  Phelps  for  many  years 
after  that,  but  when  I  got  ready  to  come  back  to  Raleigh,  to  sit  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  all  of  his  old  cronies  in  Spring  Hope  told  me  to  be  sure 
and  find  Dr.  Phelps  when  I  got  up  here.  Amazingly,  and  remarkably  enough, 
when  I  got  here,  I  found  out  that  Dr.  Phelps  was  rooming  just  across  the 
hall  from  me  on  the  ninth  floor  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel,  and  from  the 
minute  that  I  first  shook  hands  with  him  he  has  been  a  real  friend,  and  a 
counselor,  in  the  few  short  weeks  that  we  have  been  here  and  I  have  been 
happy  to  report  back  to  his  old  friends  at  home  almost  every  week  that 
I've  been  back,  and  report  from  them  back  to  him  messages  that  have  been 
passed  back  and  forth.  I  think  that  one  of  the  most  appropriate  things 
that  Pve  heard  about  "Phoebie"  Phelps,  or  Dr.  Phelps,  is  the  quote  in  the 
News  and  Observer,  from  our  own  Speaker,  Joe  Hunt,  when  he  said  that 
when  Dr.  Phelps  told  you  something  you  could  depend  on  it.  Thank  you.

Representative  Wicker  requests  the  privileges  of  the  floor  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sending  forward  the  following  communications :

"Honorable  Byrd  I.  Satterfield 
House  of  Representatives 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina 
Dear  Mr.  Satterfield: 

"At  your  request,  I  am  pleased  to  document  the  basis  on  which  I  ad- 
vised the  Chairman  of  the  House  Finance  Committee,  at  his  instance,  that 
a  majority  of  a  standing  committee  could  only  determine  the  method  by 
which  it  votes  its  recommendations  to  the  House.  You  are  in  disagreement 
with  my  views  as  to  this. 

"The  question  at  issue  is  whether  a  roll  call  vote  of  the  committee  placing 
the  members  on  record  can  be  had  if  the  call  is  sustained  by  one-fifth  of 
the  members  of  the  committee. 

"The  rule  under  which  you  contend  that  a  roll  call  should  be  enforced 
in  committee  appears  to  be  House  Rule  No.  29(e)  reading,  'Procedure  in 
the  committee  shall  be  governed  by  the  Rules  of  the  House,  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  applicable  to  such  procedure.'  I  cannot  conclude  that  the 
method  for  determining  any  action  of  a  standing  committee  in  making  its 
report  to  the  House  is  within  the  province  of  a  roll  call  as  contemplated 
by  the  Constitution  and  the  specific  House  Rule  quoted. 

"The  only  province  of  a  standing  committee  is  to  make  recommendations 
which  shall  be  reported  to  the  House.  Its  recommendations  must  be  agreed 
to  by  a  majority,  and  it  seems  well  established  that  a  committee  may  by 
majority  vote  adopt  rules  under  which  it  will  exercise  its  functions  with 
the  exception  of  procedure  in  receiving  bills  and  reporting  its  action  to 
the  House. 

"The  House  has  no  information  concerning  the  proceedings  of  a  com- 
mittee not  officially  reported  by  the  committee,  and  there  is  no  requirement 
under  the  Constitution  or  rules  of  the  House  that  the  proceedings  of  a 
standing  committee  be  reported  by  the  committee. 

"There  is  no  record  anywhere  on  a  committee  proceeding  except  its  report. 
There  is  no  requirement  for  nor  has  there  ever  been  a  report  made  by  a 
standing  committee  to  the  House  of  a  roll  call  vote  on  any  action  taken 
by  the  committee  or  even  its  final  report.  There  is  no  recognized  official 
report  on  any  detailed  proceedings  of  a  standing  committee.  Report  on 
its  recommendations  is  required,  but  not  the  method  by  which  they  were 
reached,  by  a  majority  vote.  A  roll  call  vote  is  a  record  vote.  If  allowed, 
except  by  majority  consent,  or  otherwise,  where  would  the  record  be  filed 
and  by  what  direction?  The  only  requirement  is  that  the  report  of  ma- 
jority action  by  the  committee  be  filed  with  the  House  and  it  becomes  a 
part  of  the  Journal. 
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"Article  II,  Section  16,  of  the  Constitution  requires  each  House  to  keep 
a  Journal  of  its  proceedings.  There  is  no  such  requirement  of  stand- 
ing committees,  either  by  the  Constitution  or  rule.  They  are  only  required 
to  make  report  on  recommendations  determined  by  majority  vote. 

"You  understand  that  I  am  not  an  official  parliamentarian.  I  gave  my 
interpretation  of  this  parliamentary  question  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, at  his  instance,  for  such  use  as  he  saw  fit  to  make  of  it  personally 
or  otherwise. 

"For  many  years  I  have  given  members  of  the  General  Assembly  the 
benefit  of  my  personal  views  on  parliamentary  questions  whenever  pro- 
pounded to  me,  just  as  in  this  case.  Final  determination  has  never  been 
within  my  province  and  I  have  never  assumed  that  it  should  be.

Dear  Shelton: 

"I  have  read  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  your  ruling  in  the  Committee 
relative  to  a  roll  call  vote  on  a  matter  pending  before  the  Committee.  As 
requested  by  you,  I  am  reducing  to  writing  the  oral  opinion  which  I  gave 
you  over  the  telephone  this  morning. 

"Of  course,  under  the  Rules  of  the  House  a  roll  call  vote  is  sustained 
by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  as  stated  in  Rule  24.  I  am  also  mindful 
of  the  fact  that  Rule  29  (e)  reads  'Procedure  in  the  Committees  shall  be 
governed  by  the  Rules  of  the  House,  so  far  as  same  may  be  applied  to  such 
procedure.' 

"It  has  always  been  my  understanding  that  a  roll  call  vote  in  the  State 
Legislature  is  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  permanent  record  in  the  Journal 
to  reflect  the  voting  of  the  membership  as  a  permanent  record.  Of  course, 
our  Legislative  Committees  do  not  keep  permanent  records  (which  might 
be  very  desirable),  and  thus  a  roll  call  vote  serves  no  useful  purpose  other 
than  perhaps  for  the  temporary  newspaper  account  of  same.  This  being 
true,  I  would  not  think  that  this  House  Rule  would  be  applicable  in  the 
Committee.  However,  if  a  majority  of  the  membership  of  any  committee 
should  desire  that  the  Ayes  and  Noes  should  be  taken,  then  I  feel  as  stated 
to  you  over  the  telephone,  it  is  perfectly  proper  to  act  in  accordance  there- 
with. I  again  say  that  you  acted  fairly  and  wisely  in  coping  with  this  par- 
ticular problem. 
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"I  want  to  thank  you  and  the  members  of  your  Committee  for  the  serious 
and  sincere  efforts  and  work  you  are  displaying  in  coping  with  a  most  dif- 
ficult situation.

STATEMENT  BY   MEMBERS 

June  13,  1961 

I  vote  "No"  to  the  amendment  sent  forward  to  S.  B.  78,  known  as  the 
Revenue  Act.  I  served  on  the  House  Finance  Subcommittee  where  I  tried 
to  substitute  the  tobacco  tax  in  lieu  of  the  food  tax.  I  did  not  receive  a 
second  to  my  motion.  When  the  revenue  measure  was  reported  to  the  full 
House  Finance  Committee  where  I  supported  an  amendment  to  replace  the 
food  tax  with  tobacco  tax,  the  amendment  was  killed  by  a  vote  of  27  to  26. 
Having  failed  to  get  the  tobacco  tax  adopted  in  committee,  I  therefore 
support  the  Revenue  Act  as  it  was  reported  out  of  committee  without  any 
amendment.

In  explaining  my  vote,  I  would  first  like  to  say  that  I  voted  "No"  on  the 
Appropriations  Bill;  therefore,  I  will  have  to  vote  "No"  on  the  Revenue 
Bill. 

I  represent  a  small  county  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  and  in  so  doing 
I  hope  that  I  represent  the  feelings  of  the  people  of  that  county  and  not  my 
own  personal  feeings.  I  feel  that  so  many  come  to  the  Legislature  and 
represent  themselves  instead  of  representing  the  people  who  elected  them. 
I  realize  that  by  voting  against  the  Revenue  Bill  I  will  probably  be  tagged 
as  against  public  education.  If  I  am  so  tagged,  it  will  be  a  false  accusation  as 
I  believe  in  good  quality  education  as  much  so  as  any  member  of  this  House, 
but  I  have  my  own  convictions  in  regard  to  how  quality  education 
can  be  obtained  in  this  State.  In  this  regard,  I  am  not  as  alarmed  as  some 
people  seem  to  be  in  regard  to  our  present  day  schools  and  the  quality  of 
education  they  are  producing,  in  my  county  there  are  three  small  high 
schools  and  in  the  last  several  years  there  have  been  awarded  two  More- 
head  Scholarships  and  one  Angier  B.  Duke  Scholarship  as  well  as  numerous 
smaller  scholarships.

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  cannot  buy  quality  education  by  merely 
raising  the  salaries  of  our  teachers.  I  will  be  the  first  to  admit  that  our 
teachers  are  underpaid,  but  I  also  realize  that  the  Legislature  in  the  past 
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years  has  seen  fit  to  increase  the  teachers'  salaries.  The  outcome  of  in- 
creasing the  teachers'  salaries  will  amount  to  the  same  teachers  receiving 
more  money  and  doing  the  same  job.  I  cannot  convince  myself  that  the 
local  school  boards  are  going  to  fire  the  present  teachers  and  go  out  and 
seek  others.  I  am  not  convinced  that  our  present  teachers  are  not  doing 
a  good  job.  I  have  discussed  this  matter  with  some  teachers  and  I  have 
found  that  the  majority  of  them  feel  that  they  could  do  a  better  job  in 
teaching  if  their  teacher  load  was  reduced  and  if  the  classes  were  divided 
into  groups  of  students  that  could  learn  easily  and  those  that  need  more 
tutoring.  Also,  I  feel  that  one  of  the  reasons  that  the  students  are  not  re- 
ceiving 100%  benefits  from  the  schools  of  North  Carolina  is  not  the  fault 
of  our  teachers  or  our  school  buildings,  but  through  the  student  himself. 
It  would  be  alarming  to  determine  the  number  of  students  who  do  not  care 
whether  or  not  they  receive  an  education.  Equally  alarming  would  be  the 
number  of  parents  who  have  the  same  feeling.  Unless  we  can  create  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  students  of  this  state  to  want  to  learn  and  to 
want  to  receive  every  possible  benefit  which  is  offered  by  our  public  schools, 
then  we  are  voting  wasted  tax  dollars  on  the  taxpayers  of  this  state.

STATEMENT  BY  MEMBER 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  House:  recently  there  ap- 
peared in  The  Wilmington  Star  a  story  apparently  filed  by  the  United 
Press  International  from  Cleveland,  Ohio,  giving  the  stories  of  three  North 
Carolina  youths  from  my  county  who  had  gotten  into  trouble  with  the 
law.

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STATEMENT   BY    MEMBER 

June  14,  1961 

Yesterday,  June  13,  an  amendment  was  sent  forward  to  remove  the 
food  tax  from  the  proposed  Revenue  Act  and  to  insert  in  lieu  thereof  a 
tax  on  tobacco,  soft  drinks,  beer  and  wine.  This  amendment  was  not  voted 
on  by  the  House  of  Representatives  because  a  motion  was  made  to  table 
the  amendment  and  that  motion  prevailed.  I  voted  against  the  motion  to 
table  the  amendment  and  not  against  the  amendment,  as  reported  by  the 
press. 

Wednesday,  June  14  the  House  passed  the  Revenue  Act  which  included 
a  sales  tax  on  food.  I  am  opposed  to  this  tax  on  food  and  have  been  since 
it  was  recommended  by  our  Governor,  the  Honorable  Terry  Sanford.  I  have 
worked  against  a  food  tax  the  entire  Session. 

Today,  June  14,  I  made  a  speech  on  the  floor  of  the  House  supporting 
an  amendment  to  the  Revenue  Act  to  exempt  milk  and  bread.  The  milk 
and  bread  amendment  was  defeated.  I  then  voted  for  the  Revenue  Bill 
with  the  food  tax,  since  the  majority  of  the  members  approved  the  bill. 
I  felt  it  my  duty  to  vote  for  a  Revenue  Bill  that  would  raise  enough  money 
to  continue  to  operate  our  schools,  institutions,  and  to  pay  all  of  our  State 
employees,  including  school  teachers. 

I  have  always  been,  and  am  now,  for  quality  education.  I  would  have 
voted  for  a  4%  sales  tax  to  raise  the  money  needed  for  the  Governor's 
quality  educational  program  rather  than  to  tax  food,  had  it  been  possible 
to  pass  the  4%  amendment. 

My  reason  for  this  statement  is  to  point  out,  by  inserting  this  statement 
in  the  Journal,  that  I  have  always  favored  Governor  Sanford's  education 
recommendations,  but  I  favor  a  1%  increase  in  our  sales  tax  law  of  1959 
rather  than  a  tax  on  food. 

The  food  tax,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Democratic 
Party  or  by  the  citizens  of  our  great   State.

STATEMENT    BY    MEMBER 

June  14,  1961 

Since  the  convening  of  the  1961  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  I  have 
stated  on  all  occasions  that  I  was  opposed  to  any  tax  on  food.  I  took  this 
position  because  of  the  many  people  upon  whom  this  tax  would  impose  a 
hardship.  During  this  Session,  I  have  consistently  voted  for  every  measure 
offered  which  would  replace  the  food  tax.  My  record  will  show  that  in 
spite  of  overwhelming  odds,  I  voted  for  all  action  which  would  have  placed 
the  tax  on   luxuries   rather  than   necessities. 

After  exhausting  every  means  to  defeat  the  tax  on  food,  I  realized  that 
our  efforts  were  in  vain.  Since  I  have  always  voted  for,  and  supported 
every  measure  for  the  improvement  of  our  schools,  I  had  no  choice  but  to 
vote  for  the  present  "Quality  Education"  Bill — having  done  this  for  the 
benefit  of  our  young  people  of  Pamlico  County  and  the  future  of  North 
Carolina.  This  is  my  reason  for  voting  for  the  Administration's  Revenue 
Bill. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  subsequent  Sessions  of  the  General  Assembly 
will  find  sources  of  revenue  to  support  our  public  institutions  and  schools 
other  than  a  tax  on  food.

STATEMENT    BY    MEMBER 

June  14,  1961 

Mr.  Speaker,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House: 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Congressional  Districts  it  has  been 
my  duty  to  explain  on  the  floor  of  the  House  S.  B.  353,  which  by  vote  of 
seven  to  four  was  reported  favorably  from  the  Committee  on  Congressional 

Districts. 

Complying  with  the  wish  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee  I  have  en- 
deavored to  present  this  matter  to  the  full  membership  of  the  House  as 
fairly  and  as  equitably  as  possible. 
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The  purpose  of  the  statement  is  to  record  myself  as  opposing  S.  B.  353. 
After  months  of  considering  all  facts  and  factors  involved  in  the  issue 
of  Congressional  redistricting  I  have  been  led  to  conclude  positively  that 
the  North  Carolina  Congressional  Districts,  as  drawn  in  this  Bill,  give 
certain  sections  of  the  State  an  inordinate  voice  in  the  affairs  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government  and  violate  the  basic  concept  of  representative  govern- 
ment. This  measure  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  give  proper  consideration  to 
population,  communication  or  community  of  interest.  Further,  I  believe 
that  enactment  of  this  Bill  will  do  serious  and  irreparable  damage  to  the 
Democratic  Party,  particularly  in  the  Piedmont  and  Western  sections  of 
North  Carolina.  It  is  my  opinion  that  this  Bill  brings  about  a  Congressional 
alignment  that  will  be  impossible  to  defend  before  the  general  public  of 
this  State. 

Therefore,  Mr.  Speaker  and  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House,  I  have 
no  choice  but  to  vote  against  this  measure  because  to  do  otherwise  would 
do  violence  to  my  conscience.

S.  B.  466,  a  bill  to  be  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  Director  of  the 
Budget  to  transfer  Six  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  in  1960-1961  surplus 
Prison  Department  Operating  and  Maintenance  Funds  to  Capital  Im- 
provement   Funds    for    the    purpose    of    constructing    a    prison    hospital. 
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Passes  its  second  and  third  readings  and  is  ordered  enrolled. 
Representative   Belk  sends  forward  the  following  conference  report: 

To  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House: 

Senate  and  House  Conferees  Report  on  Committee  Substitute  for  H.  B.  15, 

The  House  of  Representatives  having  failed  to  concur  in  the  Senate 
amendments,  conferees  were  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  Said  conferees  having 
agreed  upon  the  differences  arising  under  said  bill  and  the  amendments 
hereby  submit  the  following  report. 

(1)  Conferees  concur  in  Senate  amendment  No.   1   as  follows: 

Amend  Section  53-166,  Subsection    (c)   of  Section  1  to  read  as  follows: 

"(c)  Penalties;  Commissioner  to  provide  and  testify  as  to  facts  in  his 
possession. — Any  person  not  exempt  from  this  article,  or  any  officer,  agent, 
employee  or  representative  thereof,  who  fails  to  comply  with  or  who 
otherwise  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  any  regulation 
of  the  Banking  Commission  adopted  pursuant  to  this  article,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  nor  more  than  Twenty-Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($2500.00)  or  imprisoned  not  less  than  four  (4)  months  nor  more 
than  two  (2)  years,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  Each  such 
violation  shall  be  considered  a  separate  offense.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Banks  to  provide  the  solicitor  of  the  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  any  such  offense  with  all  facts  and  evidence  in  his  actual 
or  constructive  possession,  and  to  testify  as  to  such  facts  upon  the  trial 
of  any  person  for  any  such  offense." 

(2)  Conferees  concur  in  Senate  amendment  No.  2  to  amend  subsection  (d) 
of   Section   53-166  of   Section   1  to  read  as  follows: 

"(d)  Additional  penalties. — Any  contract  of  loan,  the  making  or  col- 
lecting of  which  violates  any  provision  of  this  article,  or  regulation  there- 
under, except  as  a  result  of  accidental  or  bona  fide  error  of  computation 
shall  be  void  and  the  licensee  shall  have  no  right  to  collect,  receive  or 
retain  any  principal  or  charges  whatsoever  with  respect  to  such  loan. 

(3)  Conferees  adopt  Section  53-168  in  its  entirety  as  it  appears  in  Com- 
mittee Substitute  for  H.  B.  15.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Section  53-168 
of  Committee  Substitute  for  H.  B.  15  for  full  contents. 

(4)  Conferees  amend  Section  53-173  as  follows: 

"Section  53-173.  Maximum  rate  of  charge. — Every  licensee  hereunder 
may  contract  for  and  receive  charges  on  any  loan  of  money  not  exceeding 
Six  Hundred  Dollars    ($600.00)    in  amount  as  follows: 

"(a)  The  charge  for  payment  according  to  schedule  may  be  computed 
on  the  amount  of  cash  advance  for  the  full  term  of  the  contract  without 
regard  to  the  requirement  for  installment  payments  at  rates  not  exceeding 
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the  equivalent  of  $20.00  per  $100.00  per  annum  for  that  part  of  the  amount 
of  the  cash  advance  not  exceeding  $100.00,  $18.00  per  $100.00  per  annum 
for  that  part  of  the  amount  of  cash  advance  exceeding  $100.00  but  not 
exceeding  $200.00,  $15.00  per  $100.00  per  annum  for  that  part  of  the 
amount  of  cash  advance  exceeding  $200.00  but  not  exceeding  $300.00,  and 
$6.00  per  $100.00  per  annum  for  that  part  of  the  amount  of  cash  advance 
exceeding  $300.00  but  not  exceeding  $600.00. 

"(b)  On  loans  of  Seventy-Five  Dollars  ($75.00)  or  less,  a  licensee  may 
charge,  in  lieu  of  the  charges  specified  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section, 
at  a  rate  not  in  excess  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  for  each  Five  Dollars  ($5.00) 
of  cash  advance  to  the  borrower  up  to  the  amount  of  Seventy-Five  Dollars 
($75.00)  and  a  period  of  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  must  be  allowed  for 
repayment  of  each  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  cash  advance.  Such  charges  shall 
not  be  assessed  by  any  subterfuge  or  device  on  any  loan  over  Seventy- 
Five  Dollars  ($75.00)  or  on  any  balance  of  Seventy-Five  Dollars  ($75.00) 
or  less  when  the  original  loan  was  greater  than  Seventy-Five  Dollars 
($75.00). 

"(c)  A  licensee  shall  compute  monthly  charges  for  a  period  of  time 
less  than  one  year  at  one-twelfth  of  the  annual  rate  for  each  loan  month 
and  shall  compute  charges  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  loan  month  at 
one-thirtieth  of  one-twelfth  of  the  annual  rate  for  each  day.  A  loan  month 
is  that  period  of  time  from  one  date  in  the  month  through  the  correspond- 
ing date  in  the  next  month.  If  there  is  no  corresponding  date,  then  the 
last  day  of  the  next  month  will  be  used. 

"(d)  The  licensee  shall  not  fix  a  due  date  of  the  first  installment  of  any 
loan  contract  providing  for  monthly  installments  for  a  term  exceeding 
forty-five  (45)  actual  days  from  the  date  of  the  loan.  When  the  first  pay- 
ment of  any  such  contract  may  be  due  on  a  date  beyond  a  loan  month 
defined  above,  a  licensee  will  be  permitted  to  make  an  additional  charge  for 
the  number  of  days  in  excess  of  thirty  (30)  or  the  number  of  days  in  ex- 
cess of  one  loan  month  from  the  date  of  the  loan,  whichever  is  less. 

Conferees  adopt  Senate  Amendment  as  follows: 

"(e)  Subject  to  the  limitations  contained  in  this  Article  as  to  maximum 
rates,  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  basis  of  changed 
conditions  or  facts,  redetermine  and  refix  any  such  maximum  rates  of 
charge,  but,  before  determining  or  redetermining  any  such  maximum 
rates,  the  commission  shall  give  reasonable  notice  of  its  intention  to  con- 
sider doing  so  to  all  licensees  and  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard 
and  introduce  evidence  with  respect  thereto.  The  notice  herein  required 
may  be  given  by  mailing  such  notice  to  the  offices  of  the  licensees  as  shown 
in  the  records  of  the  Commissioner  of  Banks.  Any  such  changed  maximum 
rates  of  charge  shall  not  affect  pre-existing  loan  contracts  lawfully  en- 
tered into  between  any  licensee  and  any  borrower." 

(5)    Conferees   adopt  Senate  Amendment  to  Section  53-174   as   follows: 

"Section  53-174.  Refund. —  (a)  When  any  loan  contract  is  paid  in  full 
by  cash,  a  new  loan,  renewal  or  otherwise,  after  two  loan   months  have 
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expired,  the  licensee  shall  refund  or  credit  the  borrower  with  that  por- 
tion of  the  total  charges  which  shall  be  due  the  borrower  as  determined 
by  schedules  prepared  under  the  rule  of  78's  or  sum  of  the  digits  principle 

as  follows: 

'The  amount  of  the  refund  or  credit  shall  be  at  least  as  great  a  pro- 
portion of  the  total  charges  originally  contracted  for,  excluding  any  ad- 
justment made  for  a  first  period  of  more  than  one  month,  as  the  sum  of 
the  consecutive  monthly  balances  of  the  contract  scheduled  to  follow  the 
date  of  prepayment  bears  to  the  sum  of  all  the  consecutive  monthly  bal- 
ances of  the  contract,  those  sums  to  be  determined  according  to  the  pay- 
ment schedule  originally  contracted  for.' 

If  a  loan  is  prepaid  in  full  by  cash,  a  new  loan,  renewal  or  otherwise,  two 
loan  months  or  less  from  the  date  of  the  contract,  the  licensee  shall  make 
a  pro  rata  refund  of  the  charges  to  the  borrower  or  shall  credit  such 
amount  to  the  borrower.  In  computing  any  required  refund,  any  prepay- 
ment made  on  or  before  the  15th  day  following  an  installment  date  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  made  on  the  installment  date  preceding  such  pre- 
payment and  any  prepayment  made  after  the  15th  day  following  an  in- 
stallment date  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  on  the  installment  date 
following  such  installment;  provided,  such  computation  shall  not  result 
in  refunds  by  the  rule  of  78's  method  on  loans  prepaid  two  loan  months 
or  less  from  the  date  of  the  contract.  When  loans  are  prepaid  fifteen  (15) 
days  or  less  from  the  date  the  loan  is  made,  licensees  are  authorized  in 
computing  refunds  to  divide  the  original  add-on  charge  by  that  figure 
which  represents  the  number  of  loan  months  in  the  contract.  The  original 
add-on  charges  less  the  resultant  quotient  shall  constitute  the  amount  of 
the  refund;  provided,  whenever  the  resultant  quotient  is  less  than  two 
dollars  ($2.00),  the  minimum  charge  shall  be  fixed  at  two  dollars  ($2.00) 
or  the  total  original  add-on  charges,  whichever  is  the  lesser.  The  tender 
by  the  borrower,  or  at  his  request,  of  an  amount  equal  to  the  unpaid  bal- 
ance less  the  required  refund  must  be  accepted  by  the  licensee  in  full  pay- 
ment of  the  contract. 

(6)  Conferees  adopt  Senate  Amendment  as  rewritten  to  Section  53-175 
as  follows: 

"Section  53-175.  Default  charge. —  (a)  If  the  contract  so  provides,  an 
additional  charge  for  any  installment  past  due  ten  (10)  days  or  more  ac- 
cording to  the  original  terms  of  the  contract  by  reason  of  default  may  be 
made  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent  (5%)  of  the  amount  of  the 
installment  past  due  and  said  amount  may  be  charged  once  and  no  more 
on  the  same  default;  provided,  that  if  such  charge  is  deducted  from  a 
payment  made  on  the  loan  and  such  deduction  results  in  a  default  of  a 
subsequent  installment,  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  such  subsequent  de- 
fault; provided,  further,  that  once  a  borrower  has  incurred  a  default 
charge  pursuant  to  this  section,  no  default  charge  shall  be  incurred  with 
respect  to  any  future  payments  which  would  not  have  been  in  default 
except  for  the   previous   default. 
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"(b)  If  there  is  an  unpaid  balance  on  a  loan  at  the  maturity  date  of  the 
original  contract,  an  additional  charge  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per 
cent  (6%)  per  annum  may  be  charged  on  the  outstanding  balance  until 
the  loan  is  paid  in  full  by  cash,  a  new  loan,  renewal  or  otherwise." 

(7)  Conferees  adopt  Senate  Amendment  to  Section  53-176  as  follows: 

"Section  53-176.  Optional  rates,  maturities  and  amounts. — In  lieu  of 
making  loans  in  the  amount,  for  the  term  and  at  the  charges  stated  re- 
spectively in  Sections  53-166,  53-173  and  53-180,  a  licensee  may  at  any 
time  elect  to  make  loans  in  any  amount  including  loans  in  excess  of  $600.00, 
for  any  term  including  more  than  24  months,  subject  to  all  the  other  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  provided  that  the  charges  for  the  entire  amount  for 
each  such  loan  made  by  such  electing  licensee  during  the  period  that  such 
election  is  in  effect  shall  not  exceed  the  same  fees  and  interest  set  forth  in 
General  Statutes  53-141.  Such  election  shall  be  made  by  the  filing  of  a 
written  statement  to  that  effect  by  the  licensee  with  the  Commissioner  and 
can  be  terminated  by  cancellation  notice  filed  by  the  licensee  in  writing 
with  the  Commissioner. 

Conferees   adopt   additional   amendment   as   follows: 

"No  individual,  partnership,  or  corporate  licensee  and  no  corporation 
which  is  the  parent,  subsidiary  or  affiliate  of  a  corporate  licensee  which 
is  making  loans  under  this  Act  otherwise  than  as  authorized  specially  in 
this  section,  shall  be  permitted  to  make  loans  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  Any  corporate  licensee  or  individual  or  partnership  licensee  making 
an  election  to  make  loans  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  respectively  be  bound  by  such  election  with  respect  to  all  of  its 
offices  and  locations  in  this  state  and  all  offices  and  locations  in  this  state 
of  its  parent,  subsidiary  or  affiliated  corporate  licensee,  or  with  respect  to 
all  of  his  or  their  offices  and  locations  in  this  state." 

(8)  Conferees  adopt  Senate  Amendment  as  rewritten  to  Section  53-177  as 
follows : 

"Section  53-177.  Recording  fees. — The  licensee  may  collect  from  the  bor- 
rower the  actual  fees  paid  a  public  official  or  agency  of  a  county  or  the 
state,  for  filing,  recording,  or  releasing  any  instrument  securing  the  loan. 
A  licensee  shall  not  collect  or  permit  to  be  collected  any  notary  fee  in 
connection  with  any  loan  made  under  this  article.  In  lieu  of  recording  any 
instrument  and  in  lieu  of  collecting  any  recording  fee  herein  authorized, 
a  lender  may  take  out  non-recording  or  non-filing  insurance  on  the  in- 
strument securing  the  loan  and  charge  to  the  borrower  the  amount  of 
the  premium  as  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  but  the  amount 
so  charged  to  the  borrower  shall  not  in  any  event  exceed  sixty  cents  (60c) 
with  respect  to  any  one  loan." 

(9)  Conferees  adopt   Senate   Amendment  to   Section   53-178   as   follows: 

"Section  53-178.  No  further  charges,  no  splitting  contracts,  certain  con- 
tracts void. — No  further  or  other  charges  or  insurance  commissions  shall 
be  directly  or  indirectly  contracted  for  or  received  by  any  licensee  except 
those  specifically  authorized  by  this  article.   No  licensee  shall  divide  into 
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separate  parts  any  contract  made  for  the  purpose  of  or  with  the  effect 
of  obtaining  charges  in  excess  of  those  authorized  by  this  article.  All  bal- 
ances due  to  a  licensee  from  any  person  as  a  borrower  or  as  an  endorser, 
guarantor  or  surety  for  any  borrower  or  otherwise,  or  due  from  any  hus- 
band or  wife,  jointly  or  severally,  shall  be  considered  a  part  of  any  loan 
being  made  by  a  licensee  to  such  person  for  the  purpose  of  computing  in- 
terest or  charges. 

(10)    Conferees  adopt  Senate  Amendment  to   Section  53-179   as  follows: 

"Section  53-179.  Multiple  office  loan  limitations. — A  licensee  shall  not 
grant  a  loan  in  one  office  to  any  borrower  who  already  has  a  loan  in  another 
office  operated  by  the  same  entity  or  by  an  affiliate,  parent,  subsidiary  or 
under  the  same  ownership,  management  or  control,  whether  partial  or 
complete.  This  section  shall  apply  to  intrastate  and  interstate  operations. 
A  licensee  shall  take  every  reasonable  precaution  to  prevent  granting  loans 
in  violation  of  this  section.  Such  loans  granted  inadvertently  resulting  in 
a  total  liability  of  six  hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  or  less,  shall  be  adjusted 
to  the  rates  applicable  under  this  article  to  a  single  loan  of  equivalent 
amount,  and  when  the  total  liability  on  such  loans  is  in  excess  of  six 
hundred  dollars  ($600.00),  interest  shall  be  adjusted  to  simple  interest 
at  six  per  cent   (6r/r)   per  year  on  the  entire  obligation. 

(11)    Conferees  adopt  Senate  Amendment  to  Section  53-180  as  follows: 

"Section  53-180.  Time  and  payment  limitation. — No  licensee  shall  enter 
into  any  contract  of  loan  under  this  article  extending  more  than  twenty- 
five  loan  months  from  the  date  of  making  the  contract.  Every  loan  con- 
tract shall  require  payment  of  cash  advance  and  charges,  as  aggregated, 
in  installments  which  shall  be  payable  at  approximately  equal  periodic  in- 
tervals. No  installment  contracted  for  shall  be  substantially  larger  than 
any  preceding  installment. 

(12)    Conferees  adopt  Senate  Amendment  to  Section  53-189  as  follows: 

"Section  53-189.  Insurance. —  (a)  Credit  Life  Insurance — The  amount  of 
credit  life  insurance  shall  not  exceed  the  original  indebtedness,  but  this  in- 
surance may  be  carried  on  the  loan  to  maturity  at  level  term. 

"(b)  Credit  Accident  and  Health  Insurance. — The  amount  of  periodic 
indemnity  payable  with  respect  to  any  one  installment  payment  period 
by  credit  accident  and  health  insurance  in  the  event  of  disability,  as  de- 
fined in  the  policy,  shall  not  exceed  the  original  amount  of  the  loan  divided 
by  the  number  of  periodic  installment  payment  periods,  and  such  insur- 
ance shall  not  extend  over  any  longer  period  of  time  than  the  loan  contract. 

"(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  article,  a  licensee 
may  sell  such  insurance  or  provide  the  same  under  a  group  contract,  sub- 
ject to  the  applicable  laws  of  the  state  relating  to  insurance.  Any  gain  or 
advantage  in  the  form  of  commission  or  otherwise,  to  the  licensee  or  to 
any  employee,  affiliate,  or  associate  of  the  licensee  from  such  above  describ- 
ed insurance  or  its  sale  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  an  additional  or  further 
charge   in  connection  with  the  contract  of  loan.   No  insurance  authorized 
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by  subsections    (a)   and   (b)   of  this  section  shall  be  required  with  respect 
to  more  than  one  obligor  of  any  one  loan  contract. 

"(d)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  article,  no  licensee 
shall  require  any  borrower  to  obtain  credit  accident  and  health  insurance 
when  a  loan  is  secured  by  collateral  consisting  of  personal  property  with 
respect  to  which  property  loss  insurance  has  been  required  to  be  obtained. 

"(e)  No  licensee  shall  directly  or  indirectly  receive  any  commission, 
premium  or  profit  from  the  sale  of  any  property  loss  insurance  on  any 
property  used  as  collateral  to  secure  any  loan  made  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article. 

"(f)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  section  or  article, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  sale  of  in- 
surance in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  58  of  the  General 
Statutes  or  the  rules   and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  thereto.
